The Police Department made 444 
arrests in 1939, of which 325 were 
males, 19 females and 10 juveniles. 
One hundred and forty-four were 
residents and 300, non-residents. Four 
hundred and forty-four arrests is not 
a top figure for Winchester, in fact, 
it is much lower than the 725 arrests 
in 1925. 

Of the cases taken to court, 178 
were fined and paid, 101 were placed 
on file, and only 10 found not guilty.

The taste of Winchester's water is I 
being materially affected by the 
growth of algae, a plant-like animal 
substance that has developed under 
the ice in the South Reservoir because 
of the low water resulting from the 
lack of rain last summer. The algae, 
in disintegrating give off an oily sub- 
stance into the water, causing a most 
unpleasant taste. 

The Water E >ard is unable to treat 
the water in the usual manner be- 
cause of the ice. The condition, while 
unpleasant, is not injurious, and one 
which fortunately Winchester experi- 
ences only very infrequently. 

Incidentally the new driven wells 
on the West Side are now supplying 
or.e-third of the water used in town.

The Editor usually receives a pleas- 
ing surpn se for Sunday morning 
breakfasts the year-round, sometimes 
by request and sometimes through the 
Little Woman's inspiration. There- 
fore last Sunday, being the last une 
of the old year, deserved a specially 
noteworthy menu. It was served, but 
not needing any inspiration in the 
Wilson household. Our good frienu 
John H. Mc-Manus of Wildwood street, 
vice president of the John P. Squire 
Company, averted any brain storm 
and provided the one delicacy com- 
parable to the occasion. His gift of 
delicious Arlington sausages hit the 
spot and filled the bill to perfection. 
There's nothing like 'em, either on 
Sunday or any other morning. 



Thus far during this glorious year of 
1940 we have spent its bright days 
making out our milk report for that 
great booster of unemployment and in- 
security known as the Social Security; 
otherwise the great New Deal Milk 
Fund. This little office, when and 
if we get the money to pay all 1939 
checks due, will have dropped into the 
pail about $700! This tribute to the 
New Deal milk fund of the Nation 
is made up from an Insignificant 
average weekly pay roll of $237! But 
hiring eight people, providing their 
living and that for such dependants 
as do not figure under this Social Se- 
curity, requires a lot of milk. Of 
course we have to pay a pay roll tax. 
That is not for the milk fund as ad- 
vertised. That is fairly acknowledged 
as a tax for New Deal spending. 
Then for further New Deal experi- 
ments, new armaments, yachts an! 
insurance, we pay a Federal and State 
income tax. Likewise we should not 
leave out our own social security for 
those who work for us, for we carry 
Workmen's Compensation insurance. 
That is not a small item at all. Quite 
the contrary. Of course in these pip- 
ing days of New Dealism we would 
not dare to be without Public Liabili- 
ty insurance. State, County and 
Town taxes are of course all right, 
and perhaps if they get all those fel- 
lows who have industriously tried to 
provide for their own social security 
by devious political methods, we 
may even — some day, hope for a little 
rebate. We read that the New Deal 
milk business is now employing the 
greatest bookkeeping department on 
earth. Quite to be expected. Thou- 
sands upon thousands are now so- 
cially secured, either gathering in or 
doling out the milk. If we could get 
our application blank sponsored and 
scrape up the initiation fee, we would 
be sorely tempted to join this army. 
It must" be nice to get a tidy little 
sum coming in every Saturday night 
and know that you will get it — even 
though the whole United States goes 
broke. It's a future to look forward 
to by those boys who have to wait 
till they are 18 before being allowed 
to work and have 10 or 20 years to 
kick around in before they reach their 
Social Security goal. We, ourselves, 
are like the Ohio ball player, who 
when laid off during the winter, was 
refused his Social Security in Wis- 
consin. We think it was fixed up, 
but we do not get anything for our 
share of the bookkeeping demanded 
of us for the milk fund, And at that 
we are not expert enough to escape 
the penalty of a few fines for this 
and that. All-in-all, these bright days 
of 1940 have started with a decided 
sour note so far as our own social 
security is concerned. We wish we 
could throw back our magnificent 
head and let our hearty laugh ring 
out, but we are out of tune, so it 
seems. We do not want anybody to 
starve. Of course not. What money 
we have poured into the milk fund we 
earmed according to the laws and 
tenets of the America we were born 
and brought un in — not as it is now 
made over. And up to now we have 
always been willing that anyone else 
should do likewise. However, the 
milking of America goes merrily on, 
and judging from what we are pour

Mr. Ickes, the Secretary, called Mr. 
Dewey's Minneapolis speech 'baby 
talk," further stating: 

"It proved his qualifications as a 
candidate, for he talked 45 minutes 
without saying anything."

000,000,000.00— was due only to the 
spending of our $20,000,000,000.00 
borrowed increased national debt and j 
additional taxes imposed on the peo- ! 
pie. If Mr. Ickes can seriously call a i 
$20,000,000,000.00 increased national 
debt — with the almost unbelievable 1 
increase in state, city, town, and 
county debts, together with ridicu- 
lously increased taxes and 10,000,000 • 
still unemployed — as an increased na- ! 
tional income, then to be really pros- ' 
perous we, as a nation, should owe 
our entire national wealth, have a 100 
per cent income and indirect tax, and ' 
have 130,000,000 unemployed. We are 
actually twice as near that goal as 
we were under Mr. Hoover. 

The sarcastic answer to this would 
be, — Relief and starvation must be 
taken care of. The truth of this is j 
that those in need could have had 
twice as much if Mr. Ickes had given 
direct relief without useless projects 
and high administrative expenses.

Im- 
agine raising the price of gold 
while at the same time, through 
propaganda, telling citizens that to 
own gold or property, through 
thrift, industry, or labor, is "en- 
trenched greed," or makes one an 
' Economic Royalist," "Tory," or "In- 
ternational Banker."

On the two white sections are 
large five-pointed stars, blue in the 
first quarter, red in the fourth. An 
earlier, design, originated by a French- 
woman, was rejected by those respon- 
sible for the young republic, as the 
work of a foreigner. 

The present simple and easily 
identified flag was designed by Man- 
uel Amador, Jr., son of Panama's 
first president, Dr. Manuel Amador. 

It was made by his mother at the 
home of his uncle, Senor de la Ossa, 
who wrote the republic's national an- 
them. 

Its red and azure squares on a white 
background were chosen to represent 
the peaceful meeting of the two tra- 
ditional political parties, Conservative 
and Liberal. 

Three Political Parties 

Today, in Panama City, capital of 
the republic, a third party has joined 
the original two, as indicated by a 
sign over a waterfront building near 
the president's palace. The sign reads 
"Headquarters of the National Revo- 
lutionary, Liberal, and Conservative 
Parties." 

In addition to Panama's own na- 
tional holidays, such as Secession- 
from-Columbia day, Nov. 3. and the 
birthday of the Latin liberator, Simon 
Bolivar, on July 24, dates on which 
the Panamanan flag is officially flown 
include the birthday of George Wash- 
ington, Uncle Sam's Fourth of July 
and Thanksgiving day, as well as the 
anniversary of France's Fall of the 
Bastille. July 14.

SNOW CRUISER EXPLORES SOUTH POLE

IOOKING like something out of a bad dream, 
* here is the huge 55 foot snow cruiser which 
will carry Admiral Byrd and his party over the 
Antarctic wastes during the coming year to claim 
more land for America. The cruiser, which was 
designed by the Armour Institute of Technology, 
has all the comforts of home, and the facilities of 
a good laboratory. Should Admiral Byrd wish to 
look at the stars, he needs only to lie back In his 
bed and gaze through a set of permanently mount- 
ed binoculars. Should he want to fly over the pole, 
he needs only to go upstairs, step into the airplane 
which is carried pic-a-back on the cruiser, and 
up the engine for a takeoff while the port- 



able derrick sets the plane down upon the ice. 

The snow cruiser is one of the largest single 
transportation units ever built. Perhaps its most 
fantastic feature is the wheels. These are ten 
feet high, tired by the largest rubber tires ever 
built. They are individually powered by electric 
motors set in the wheel spindles. They run on 
Timken roller bearings twenty-four inches in diam- 
eter, the largest roller bearings ever built to be 
mounted in wheels. They are far bigger than the 
roller bearings on the drive wheels of the largest 
and most powerful locomotive ever built. 

The wheels slide up and down vertically by 
means of a hydraulic arrangement, making it 
possible for the cruiser to manouver the large 
chasms frequently encountered in the Antarctic. 
In the picture above, the cruiser is shown ma- 
neuvering a 15 foot chasm by means of lifting the 
front wheels, lowering the back wheels for power, 
and sliding the front end across the chasm. With 
the front wheels on the other side of the chasm, 
they wUl be lowered, the rear wheels lifted, and 
the rear of the cruiser will be dragged, toboggan 
fashion, across the opening. 

Because the cruiser is expected to leave its base 
in Little America and be away for perhaps two 
years, every precaution has been taken to insure 
a safe journey. Two spare tires will be taken, and 
an ample supply of spare parts with which the 
cruiser may be repaired. Only the roller bearings 
are not to be safeguarded with an extra set. Pre- 
cision engineered to accuracy limits of l/10,000th 
of aji inch and manufactured of super-hard steel, 
modern tapered toller bearings are one of the most 
perfect mechanical achievements of science. Even 
under the gruelling strains of railroad service, fail- 
ures rarely occur. Yet to make doubly sure, the 
snow cruiser's bearings were made 625% mors 
powerful than the expected load aecwaiutsd.

One of the saddest sights in 
a mental hospital is when the mail is 
| passed out to the patients and the 
charge attendant cries ' Packages!" 
Some get letters and packages from 
I home or elsewhere — others get noth- 
j ing at all and sometimes this goes 
j on for years and years. Only the 
! other day we read in a psychiatric 
j journal of a case of a woman hos- 
pitalized for 11 years who had been 
J entirely forsaken by family and 
I friends and this seemed to be her 
i greatest tragedy while in the insti- 
! tution. At Christmas such neglect is 
all the more noticeable and certainly 
all the more unlbearable It is easy 
to picture the heartbreaks among the 
neglected on the one day of the year 
when gifts are being exchanged. True, 
the institutions provide a gift of some 
sort for every patient but this is poor 
consolation for any person the vic- 
tim of neglect by relatives and 
iriends. 

The idea mav sound rather odd to 
• many people but for a long time it 
has been the conviction of this writer 
| that every community should have a 
i Public Institution Committee o f 
Church Folks to visit the institutions 
and in between make certain that pa- 
tients neglected by family and former 
friends have the consolation of let- 
ters and gifts. The names of such 
patients may be procured from every 
j state hospital superintendent and the 
I staffs are only to anxious to co-oper- 
j ate in any program aimed at the hap- 
' piness of the men and women in their 
■ care. It is such a simple way of bring- 
j ing happiness to others that such a 
New Year resolution would be kept 
because once the joy of rendering 
service to the less fortunate is un- 
derstood it would prove an all-year 
joy. 

Maybe somebody raises the ques- 
tion "But aren't insane people so de- 
teriorated mentally that they would 
not appreciate such kindness?" Noth- 
ing is more remote from the truth. 
Many of the mentally ill are not much 
different from the average run of 
folks in the community and one 
doesn't have to be a psychologist to 
recognize that many abnormals still 
enjoy their freedom. 

Once men accept as the rule of hu- 
man life the principles of stewardship 
how is it going to be possible to over- 
look a single portion of humanity ? 
Just where are we to draw the bound- 
ary line in this business of being 
kind ? Three meals a day, a clean bed 
to sleep in, and humanitarian treat- 
ment by hospital employees are a 
great deal. Yet not enough. The 
problem of the lonely in the com- 
munity as well as in the public insti- 
tution is a smple oae. The whole 
situation may be summed up in one 
question, "Am I my brother's keeper ? 
During the short span of my life 
what am I doing to bring happiness 
to others, to my brethren in the out 
of way places ? And how much out of 
my way am I going to give cheer to 
others?"

Like a stream of water pouring 
through a funnel, thousands of Polish 
refugees and soldiers surged for days 
across the narrow Polish-Romanian 
frontier, only 90 miles wide as the 
crow flies, and second shortest of Po- 
land's six foreign borders. 

Viewed on a map of Europe, this 
frontier looks like a natural south- 
eastern outlet for funnel-shaped Po- 
land, says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington, D. C. headquarters of the 
National Geographic Society. The 
analogy is heightened by the fact that 
most of the frontier is formed by 
two rivers, both flowing eventually 
southeastward toward the Black Sea. 
Carpathian Mountains on West 

The route of most of the refugees 
who fled Poland probablv channeled 
through the lowlands between the 
rugged Carpathian Mountain chain 
on the west of the frontier area, and 
the meandering Dniestr (Dniester) 
River on the east. 

The Polish-Romanian frontier be- 
gins in the west high in the Carpa- 
thians, and follows the course of the 
Czeremosz River northeastward down 
from the highlands to the point where 
it flows into the Prut River in the 
lowlands. Then the frontier cuts 
north about 30 miles to the Dniestr 
River which flows down out of the 
Polish Carpathians. From there the 
border follows the winding course of 
the Dniestr eastward to the edge of 
the U. S. S. R. 

In the mountains at the west end 
of the frontier, peaks rise more than 
8000 feet and snow patches linger 
into the spring. Far up on the height.-: 
travelers still come across rusting 
barbed wire entanglements, stone- 
lined trenches and ruined dugouts, 
where Austrians and Russians fought 
in the World War of 1914-18. Peasant 
shepherds tend flocks now in the high 
pastures. On the summit of Pop Iwan 
(i046 feet high, on the Polish side, an 
observatory recently has been con- 
structed for the study of astronomy 
and meteorology. 

Monasteries Ha- c Paintings on Outer 
Walls 

On other hilltops i tand ruins of 
castle i erected in bygone days when 
the Carpathians formed a natural 
defensive line for Europe against in- 
vasion from the East. Among title 
mountains, too, stand ancient fortress- 

( monasteries that provided physical 
as well as spiritual refugee during 
troublous times of the past. Especial- 
1" noted are the monasteries of Put- 
na and Sucevita on th Romanian side 
of the border, whose exterior walls 
are covered with frescoes of Biblical 

| scenes, the colors still fresh after 350 
years. 

Gradually the Carpathians slope 
down to the wooded lowlands of fer- 
tile Bucovina, once a crown land of 
Austria, but awarded to Romania af- 
ter the World War of 1914-18. Uk- 
rainians live on both sides of the 
border, and bulbous-steepled churches 
show the influence of Byzantine cul- 
ture. Many Germans also are settled 
in Bucovina, brought in during the 
days of Austrian rule. 

Only a few miles south of the bor- 
der is Cernauti, on the Prut River, one 
of the largest cities of Romania. Half 
a dozen main highways radiate from 
it, and it also is on the main line of 
the railroad running from Bucharest, 
the Romanian capital to Polish Lwow 
(Lemberg).

PORTRAIT EXHIBITION AT 
LIBRARY 



Art Association Pre- View Largely 
Attended 



Nearly 100 members and guests of 
the Winchester Art Association at- 
tended the tea and pre-view of the as- 
sociation's exhibition of portraits by 
Margaret Fitzhugh Browne, Marie 
Danforth Page, Marguerite S. Pear- 
son, Richard D. Briggs, Elmer Greene, 
Charles Hopkinson, and Bernard M. 
Keyes in the library art gallery last 
Sunday afternoon. Hostesses for the 
tea were Mrs. F. Patterson Smith and 
Miss Alice Joy. Miss Cora M. Quimby 
poured and the servers included Mrs. 
E. V. French, Miss Edna Hatch, Mrs. 
Ben Schneider, Mrs. Carl Eaton and 
Mrsi James O. Murray. 

Margaret Fitzhugh Browne spoke 
upon "Some Experiences of a Portrait 
Painter," telling of painting such 
celebrities as former King Alponso of 
Spain, Henry Ford, Cardinal O'Con- 
nell and Senator Borah. Her remarks 
led one to suppose she has little sym- 
pathy with the theory that a portrait 
should be first of all an artistic pic- 
ture and then, if possible, a good like- 
ness. She places the emphasis first 
on the likeness without which after 
all you have no real portrait, adding 
however that the artistic side of por- 
trait painting is of real importance 
and should be carefully treated by the 
artist. 

The current exhibition is the first 
which the Art Association has spon- 
sored devoted exclusively to portrait- 
ure. The show is excellent, including 
the conventional type of portrait, 
those of the illustration type, child 
portraits and several that are inter- 
esting character studies. 

Among the conventional portraits 
shown are that of the chemist, Ar- 
thur Little, by Margaret Fitzhugh 
Browne, the same artist's study of 
Cardinal O'Connell, done on shipboard 
in his cardinalate robes; Elmer 
Greene's study of a famous sledge- 
dog racer in his fur-trimmed parka 
and Marguerite Pearson's portrait of 
Bishop Babcock in his vestments 

Male visitors to the exhibit invari- 
ably pause longest before Richard 
Brigg's large portrait of an old sea 
captain, exhibited recently in the 
Jordan Marsh show in Boston. Of the 
illustration type, this shows a sturdy 
old man, clad in conventional com- 
modore's cap, pea jacket and brown 
trousers, seated and leaning back be- 
tween a low-boy and a small table, one 
foot resting upon a sea chest, with a 
big green glass carboy in the left 
foreground. On the wall at the rear 
hangs a map. One arm is resting 
across the low-boy, the hand hang- 
ing over a large old fashioned book 
fastened with two clasps. The other 
rests across the small table, on which 
are some books, a delicately painted 
decanter and a closed spyglass. The 
expression on the face and the slouch 
of the figure are excellent. 

Also by Richard Briggs is the ex- 
hibit's most striking portrait of a 
young girl wearing a black decollete 
gown. The beautiful skin tones of 
the shoulders and arms, the pose of 
the head, the delicacy of features and 
the expression of the face make a 
picture to which the eye returns again 
and again. 

Another intriguing study is Ber- 
nard M. Keyes' girl with a guitar, 
wearing a black loose fitting gown 
lightened with touches of blue and a 
black beret upon her head. The treat- 
ment of the hands on the guitar and 
the slight turn of the head as if 
listening for the notes from the 
strings are especially noteworthy. 

Among the best pictures in the ex- 
hibit are Mr. Keyes' portrait of Tom 
McCann and his man reading a paper. 
The first named won the Thomas R. 
Proctor Prize at the National Acade- 
my's 113th Annual Exhibition in 1038 
and is of an elderly man seated with 
a slouch hat on his knee and his right 
hand holding a cane. The strongly 
painted face lights wonderfully across 
the gallery and the blue shirt worn 
without a tie against the darker shade 
of the coat adds a homely touch. 

Perhaps the outstanding character 
study of the show and surely as pic- 
turesque as any picture hung is the 
man reading his paper, a sturdy, lab- 
oring type of man with leathery skin, 
bristly gray moustache, strong fea- 
tures and bare arms, wearing the 
typical blue shirt and open waistcoat 
one associates with suc h a man. The 
expression of the face, the pipe in the 
mouth, the paper held at a distance, 
are to the very life. 

There is an exquisite small portrait 
of a young girl by Marguerite Pear- 
son, softly and deftly handled in dark 
colors that complement the attractive 
subject. A most unusual portrait that 
is very striking is Marie Danforth 
Page's elderly man with a red tie. 

Dear to the feminine heart are 
"Betty." by the same artist, a chubby 
little flaxen hair°d cherub in a blue 
frock, and Charles Hopkinson's fine 
study of an older girl wearing a white 
dress and standing in a doorway with 
the not-too-pleased expression of one 
posing against her will. 

Other interesting: studies are the 
self portrait by Elmer Greene and 
Margaret Fitzhugh Browne's two lit- 
tle girls in plum colored dresses read- 
ing to iheir dolls. The exhibit will re- 
main at the library through January.

Mrs. Frances McNeil Corse, widow 
of General John M. Corse who was 
Sherman's chief-of-staff, died Satur- 
day at her home on Wendell street 
in Cambridge. She made her home 
with her family in Winchester dur- 
ing the 1890's in the so-called Gen- 
eral Corse mansion at the corner of 
Washington street and the Parkway- 
opposite the Public Library. 

Mrs. Corse, who was 79, was born 
in Hillsboro, N. H., the daughter of 
General Simon McNeil. She came 
of a distinguished family, being a 
niece of President Franklin Pierce. 
After her marriage she became known 
internationally as a hostess to bril- 
liant political gatherings. Her hus- 
band, General Corse, was one of the 
outstanding heroes of the Civil War 
and at the Battle of Lookout Moun- 
tain was shot through the face, re- 
fusing to go to the rear until the 
battle was over. After the war he 
served for a time as postmaster of 
Boston. He was a nephew of Chief 
Justice John Marshall, and will be re- 1 
membered b,y older residents of the 
town.

P. Corse, an architect living in Cam- i 
bridge. 

A requiem mass w^is celebrated 
for her Monday morning at 10:30 at 
the Episcopal Monastery of St. Mary 
and St. John on Memorial Drive in 
Cambridge. Services were held at 
11:15 in Bigelow Chapel, Mt. Auburn 
Cemetery. Burial was in Burlington, 
Iowa.

Candidates for election to town of- 
fice at the coming election in March 
will do well to remember that this 
year 200 signatures of registered vot- 
ers are now necessary on nomination 
papers in Winchester. 

This new requirement is the result 
of the new law passed this year by 
the Legislature, known as the Acts 
of 1989, Chapter 191. This law pro- 
vides that three per cent of all votes 
cast for Governor at the last State 
Election shall be the number of sig- 
natures necessary on all nomination 
papers for city and town officers. 

The new law applies to city and 
town elections throughout the State. 
In Winchester at the last State elec- 
tion 6631 votes were cast for gover- 
nor, making actually 199, or as the 
registrars rule, 200, necessary on lo- 
cal nomination papers. 

At the time the new law was passed 
the opinion was expressed by propo- 
nents that it would prevent indepen- 
dent candidates, running for office for 
the express purpose of being bought 
off. Many thought then the law ap- 
plied only to State elestions, but such 
is not the case and already it has 
caused some confusion in its applica- 
tion to local elections. 

The greater hardship is of course 
worked on the larger cities where 
huge votes are cast for governor, mak- 
ing large numbers of signatures ne- 
cessary on nomination papers. In 
smaller places however, where there 
are a number of candidates for the 
same office, difficulty will be experi- 
enced in avoiding duplication of sig- 
natures.

PROFESSOR ZIMMERMAN TO 
• ECTURE 



George Homer Eustis, chairman of 
the Board of Library Trustees and 
former Town Treasurer, died Friday 
night, Jan. 5, at his home, 14 Stevens 
street, after a three weeks' illness 
that followed a gradual decline in 
health. In his 94th year, he was one 
of Winchester's oldest residents. 
Flags on the common and public 
buildings were displayed at half staff 
in his honor. 

Mr. Eustis was born in the South 
End of Boston, Feb. 18, 1846; the son 
of Joseph and Eleanor St. Barbe 
(Tracy) Eustis. He attended the 
Hawes School and the Brimmer 
School, from which he was gradu- 
ated in 1860, being awarded the 
Franklin silver medal for excellence 
in scholarship. 

Entering English High School, he 
completed his studies there in three 
years, graduating in 1863 and being 
treasurer of the class fund in aid of 
needy students, a post he held until 
his death. 

A liking and great aptitude for 
figures led him into the field of civil 
engineering ,and he was first em- 
ployed by the Engineering Depart- 
ment of the City of Charlestown, 
then engaged in the construction of 
the Mystic Dam and the taking of 
water from Mystic Pond, now Mystic 
Lake. 

Later he was employed with the 
engineering crew that constructed 
the aquaduct and reservoir at Tufts 
College. 

Leaving this field, he went to Har- 
vard, studying under Prof. Louis 
Agassiz and assisting the eminent 
naturalist at the Peabody museum. 
From this post he entered the em- 
ploy of Bigelow Kennard, jewelers, 
in Boston, remaining with this well 
known firm 40 years and advancing 
from an entry clerk in the wholesale 
department to credit manager, a po- 
sition he held for some time. 

On Nov. 24, 1869, Mr. Eustis mar- 
ried Clara Ann Ellis at the Unitarian 
Church in Woburn. In 1871 he came 
to Winchester and had since made his 
home here in the house on Stevens 
street in which he died. 

Interested in town affairs, he was 
elected to his first public office in 
1903 when he became a library trus- 
tee, an office he held until his death. 
He was appointed town treasurer by 
the Selectmen in July, 1910, to fill 
the unexpired term of Thomas S. 
Spurr, who had resigned, was elected 
treasurer the following year and con- 
tinued in office until August 1918, 
when he resigned. He was elected 
chairman of the library trustees in 
1911, and held this post until his 
death, devoting much time and ener- | 
gy to his library duties, in wh'eh he j 
always had the keenest interest. 

Following his resignation as town 
treasurer, he continued his interest 
in town business and was until the 
inclement weather of the late fall I 
this year a daily and welcome visitor i 
at the various town offices, his knowl- i 
edge of town affairs and sound advice j 
often proving of real value. 

As a young man Mr. Eustis was , 
greatly interested in Odd Fellowship j 
and for years served as financial sec- | 
retary of the one of the then prom- j 
inent Boston lodges. In Winchester 
he joined the old Young Men's Club ' 
that later became the Calumet Club, | 
first meeting in Lyceum Building j 
and later over the present Central j 
Hardware Company, before the club- 
house on Dix street was built. 

For many years Mr. Eustis served 
the Calumet Club, as treasurer. He 
was the oldest member of the Win- 
Cheater Unitarian Society and long 
served as a member of its standing | 
committee. Always an ardent ba.sv- 
ball supporter, he was a familial' 1 
figure at the town games and years j 
ago served as treasurer of the Win- 
Chester Baseball Association which I 
for several seasons supported teams 
of championhip caliber in the semi- 
professional class. 

Surviving, besides his wife, are 
three daughters and two sons. Mrs. 
Francis A. Gray of Auburn, Calif. 
Mrs. Clarence A. Burt of Springfield, I 
Mrs. Morton C. Seelye of Puyallup, 
Washington; W. St. B. Eustis of San \ 
Francisco, Calif., and Ernest R. Eus- ; 
tis of this town, town cemetery com- i 
missioner and treasurer of the Win- 
cheater Co-operative Bank. 

Funeral services were held on Mon- | 
day afternoon at the late residence 
with Rev. George Hale Reed, minis- 
ter of the Unitarian Church, officiat- j 
ing. Town officers and representa- i 
tives of the various town depart- I 
ments attended the services, the pub- , 
the library being closed while they . 
were being conducted. Interment i 
was in Wildwood Cemetery.

"As the representative of His Emi- 
nence, William Cardinal O'Connell, 
and as director of the Catholic Charit- 
able Bureau, I am happy to say that 
the Bureau is actively supporting and 
participating in Greater Boston's 
Community Fund, as always," the Rt. 
Rev. Monsignor Robert P. Barry 
stated this week. 

Long a leader in Greater Boston's 
Community Fund, Msgr. Barry is a 
director and member of the executive 
committee, the budget committee and 
the metropolitan committee of the 
Community Federation of Boston, one 
of the administrative organizations 
of the Fund. 

"I find myself in the unique posi- 
tion of being at the same time a 
director of the Federation and head 
of a Community Fund agency, in ad- 
dition to being the Cardinal's repre- 
sentative in the social service field," 
Msgr. Barry told R. Ammi Cutter, 
chairman of the metropolitan division 
of Greater Boston's 1940 Community 
Fund. This year's campaign, which 
has as its goal $4,625,000 for the sup- 
port of over 175 hospitals, health and 
•social servic agencies, will run from 
Jan. 22 through Feb. 6. 

"Out of these contacts several deep 
convictions have come to me," Msgr. 
Barry declared. "First of these is the 
orderly economical way in which the 
Federation and Greater Boston's Com- 
munity Fund are conducted. This, of 
course, springs from the constant 
scrutiny, by the directors and execu- 
tives, of everything that is done. 

"Second is the great sum of sacri- 
fices made by more than 1(5,000 volun- 
teer people in order that they may 
help the Community Fund cause. 
Third is the ready acceptance of the 
Fund by some 250,000 subscribers 
throughout Greater Boston. 

"Fourth, it is a striking and sig- 
nificant fact," Msgr. Barry pointed 
out, "that many of the men and wom- 
en who are most generous givers to 
the campaigns each year are also 
those who study and scrutinize the 
cost of raising the money, 

"My fifth conviction about the 
Community Fund is that this joint 
financing has brought about a great 
improvement in the work of the agen- 
cies themselves. The Greater Boston 
Campaigns have brought about in- 
telligent budgeting and a common 
consideration of social problems, 
rather than the divided aims and 
energies that hampered social service 
in Greater Boston before the Fund 
was organized. 

"All this, however, is the mechanic* 
of the Community Fund," Msgr. 
Barry smiled. "To me, there are many 
other important aspects of these 
common Campaigns on behalf of our 
unfortunate fellow men. 

"The most important thing is the 
tremendous amount of good that is 
done through Greater Boston's Com- 
munity Fund for those in need physi- 
cally, socially, mentally or economic- 
ally. 

"In addition," Msgr. Barry said, 
"there is the sniritual benefit that 
spreads throughout our great com- 
munity from the unity of purpose that 
joins all classes, races and creeds in 
Greater Boston's Fund each year. 
There have been so many traditional 
factors separating citizens unfortun- 
ately. 

"1 believe that the Community Fund 
is a powerful force for good in the 
way it breaks down all barriers be- 
tween men. It is democracy function- 
ing at its best," Msgr. Barry declared. 

One of the largest and most active 
social service agencies in New Eng- 
land, the Catholic Charitable Bureau, 
a member of Greater Boston's Com- 
munitv Fund, does extensive work in 
the hospital, children's, family wel- 
fare, and other fields. The Bureau is 
closely associated with the Boston 
College School of Social Work, estab- 
lished in 1936 with the blessing of 
Cardinal O'Connell.

This opinion of the Massachusetts 
| Attorney General — while it is his in- 
| terpretation of the referendum laws 
; and might be upheld where specific 
] appropriations have not been made 
by the legislature, suggests the best 
possible attack that a tired people 
could have as their defense against 
New Deal wasteful spending. It would 
be funny if a New Deal Attorney 
General had innocently called wide at- 
tention to a method of protection 
against the theory of New Deal spend- 
ing. 

Perhaps we can — by the tax refer- 
endum idea— have a blackout of all 
taxes that anyone dislikes. Then we 
can live simply by taking in each 
others' washing, do away with repre- 
sentative government, and govern our- 
selves by citizens' committees of tax- 
less comrades and daily double refer- 
endum?. 

The wide attention given to this 
opinion of Attorney General Dever is 
due not so much to any law interpre- 
tation that he has made, but to the 
unnecessary, political vote - baiting, 
Tory implication that accompanies it. 

Even President Roosevelt himself 
took great exceptions to the raising 
of "imaginary bogey men," during the 
neutrality debate. It is about time 
that we understood that in a democ- 
uacy, political "baloney," as it refers 
to Tories, Economic Royalists, etc., 
is shopworn. Even the New Dealers 
"lifted" the war mongers and inter- 
national bankers with their neutrality 
act. 



OCR HISTORIC "HORSE AND 
BUGGY" POSITION 
(AT SEA) 



President Roosevelt said, when 
signing the Neutrality Act: "We have 
returned to our historic position." 

The spark that started at least two 
of our European wars was interfer- 
ence with "our freedom of the seas." 
The President can only— by going 
back to the days of the American In- 
,lia n — be right, for they had no mer- 
chant marine. 

The first result of the Neutrality- 
Act will be to reward the New Deal 
adi linistiation with yet another W. 
P. A. projedt. You will shortly hear 
that New Dealers are to start a W. 
P A. project to teach American sail- 
ors how to sail model boats, dance the 
hornpipe, and tie knots. A processing 
tax on maritime companies — to com- 
plete the ploughing under of Ameri- 
can ships on the seven seas — will be 
seriously discussed. 

Already w hear that-^to encourage 
"cash and carry" of war profits for 
"war mongers" and "international 
bankers"— someone is encouraging 
American ship owners to give up the 
American flag and register their ves- 
sels under some foreign flag. The 
navies of Panama and Antarctica will 
protect them. 

What a ship subsidy the New Deal, 
if it were not for 1940, could exact 
in future years, after our entire mer- 
chant marine has had a blackout, 
American sailors and American ships 
have been driven from the principal 
ports of the world. 

America does not want to become 
involved in a European war, but 
America does not want its legitimate 
export markets ruined, its merchant 
marine to rot in port, its sailors to 
bo unemployed, nor its "historic po- 
sition" discarded. 

American ships and sailors should 
have been told that they could sell— 
at their own risk— to any port on 
earth, if we as a nation have decided 
to give up our " historic position' at 
any cost. This would have allowed 
the individualism that has built up 
these United States to the greatest 
nation on earth to have retained at 
least "the freedom of the seas;" and 
they would have retained it, regard- 
less of the cost. 

We do not want war. We will not 
have war. Would that we could return 
to our historic "horse and buggy" po- 
sition — both on land and sea. The 
facts, however, seem to be that the 
New Deal is now "at sea" on both 
land and water.

DAILY DOUBLE REFEREN DIMS 
\ND CIGARETTE SMOKING 
TORIES 



Attorney General Dever of Massa- 
chusetts, is of the opinion that it is 
right for citizens to determine, by 
referendum, whether they will pay 
certain taxes. It was also inferred 
that if anyone disagreed with the 
idea, he was a "Tory." 

In ye good old Tory days, we had a 
misunderstanding once due to "taxa- 
tion without representation." Now the 
Attorney General apparently feels 
that we must have one due to "taxa- 
tion because of representation." This 
new idea, if accepted, could have 
great effect en representative govern- 
ment. 

Should enough citizens in Massa- 
chusetts ever agree with the Attor- 
ney General financial chaos would re- 
suit in the Commonwealth (a condi- 
tion near the hearts of some New 
Dealers). 

If the cigarette tax can b£ repealed 
by referendum, why not the gas tax, 
the liquor tax. the automobile tax, 
and even dog licenses, etc.? 

Why not repeal all real estate taxes 
b - referendum? Rents of homes, tene- 
ments, apartments, and rooms would 
but about 50 cents on every dollar 
they cam is spent by New Deal Gov- 
ernment — obtained by indirect taxes 
on every necessity of life they must 
buy. Why not get rid of them also? 
No one likes taxes anyway. 

If a tax on cigarettes can be re- 
pealed by referendum so can the in- 
be enormously lower. Wages would go 
up as employers would pay so little 



How much harm have we innocent- 
ly done? 

During the campaign of 1932 it was 
repeatedly charged that what the 
United States needed was "a plan"— 
that we "grew like Topsy," etc., etc. 

This attack against our economic' 
order was largely attributed to polit- 
ical New Deal ballyhoo and vote bait- 
ing. 

Even after the election — when the 
attacks continued and were kept up 
right through the 1936 election to the 
present time with constant cries of 
"Tories," "Economic Royalists," "En- 
trenched Greed," "Peaceful Revolu- 
tion," and with assertions that "our 
Democracy must be made to work" — 
citizens in America considered it all 
simply politics in the raw. 

Now it is indeed difficult to attempt 
to anticipate how history, 50 or 100 
years from now, will record what 
part the internal political attacks 
against our form of democracy, and 
its economic order, had upop the peo- 
ples struggling for and with totali- 
tarian foms of government in other 
lands. 

Might it not be shown that during 
the 1932-1939 crisis the world-wide 
war on democracy was eneotrrageu 
by the constant New Deal publicized 
attacks, tending to show that democ- 
racy had not worked in the United 
States either ? 

Our country grew to be the greatest 
nation on earth with the highest 
standard of living of any nation in 
the world. The spiritually-minded 
founders of our country had "a plan" 
— 'it worked and could continue to 
work. "The plan" was our Bill of 
Rights and our Constitution. The 
principles and wishes of our citizens 
of today are just the same as were 
our founder in 1776. 

Progress, and necessary changes to 
meet new conditions, must, of course, 
always be attempted, as they have 
been since the inception of democ- 
racy; but they must be accomplished, 
in a democracy, in an orderly and i 
tolerant way— otherwise, we may dis- 
courage the cause of democracy in 
j other lands, while at the same time 
causing confusion of mind in our own 
country. 

For seven long years the entire 
world has been given reason to be- 
lieve, over the air and in every other 
conceivable way, that our old eco- 
nomic order was all wrong — that we, 
also, needed "a plan," and that we, 
too, were struggling to make our de- 
| mocracy work. How much harm have 
I we done to the cause of democracy? 
We love and believe in our democ- 
racy be we New Dealers, Demo- 
I crats. or Republicans — let us not ever 
| belittle it again — let no political ex- 
pediency allow us to ever again tol- 
erate loose talk against our lack of 
"a plan," or attempts to stimulate 
distrust of class against class. 

Here in America we have no classes. 
The laborer of today through ability, 
I industry and thrift, becomes the man- 
! agement of tomorrow; otherwise, 
| there would be no hope of the labor- 
| er ever bettering his or his family's 
position. The laborer has more to lose 
' by any breakdown of our form of 
democracy than any other citizen. 

As we believe in democracy so will 
we never belittle it — even for internal 
political purposes. It will prove wiser, 
^nd even politically smarter, not to — 
especially during this present world 
crisis. It must stop "for democracy 
and civilization" — they both need our 
moral support.

BADLY HURT BY FALL 



Charles T. O'Connor of Bridge 
street, employed at the Bonnell 
Motors Company, was badly injured 
I by a fall at that plant Wednesday. 
The removal of a grating for rilling 
an underground coal bin was unnoticed 
by him and he fell to the bottom of 
the bin to the concrete floor. He was 
taken to the Winchester Hospital, 
where it was found that one ankle 
and leg was broken in several places 
besides severe body bruises and lacer- 
ations. He will be confined to the 
hospital for a considerable time. 



Taxes are higher than they ever 
have been before. In 1938 they were 
almost double the 1923 amount, hav- 
ing increased in fifteen years from 
$7.2 billion to about $13.5 billion 
(some say $14 billion or more). 

Taxes per person were about $65 
in 1923 and about $103 in 1938. 
Harder to Pay Taxes 

Meantime, the national income has 
gone down. In 1923 our income was 
about $640 for every man, woman 
and child. In 1938 it was only $5C0. 

More money is demanded by the 
tax collector but there is less income 
from which to pay him. 

In 1923 we paid in taxes a little 
over 10c out of each dollar of a $<>40 
income. Last year we paid over 20c 
out of each dollar of a $500 income. 
Surely no advocate of heavy govern- 
ment spending will contend that it is 
easier to pay $103 a year in taxes out 
of a $500 income than it is to pay $65 
in taxes from $640. 

Brakes on Recovery 

These higher taxes mean less money 
remaining for each person to use in 
buying food, clothing, shelter and 
other essentials. 

So far as the heavier taxes upon 
business are passed on to consumers, 
their costs are increased'. Purchasing 
power is reduced. Taxes that cannot 
be passed on must be absorbed by 
business concerns and other produc- 
ers. 

Business activity is discouraged. 
Enterprise is retarded. 

Spending Means Taxes 

Taxes are caused by government 
spending. 

But government today is spending 
far more than it can collect in taxes. 
It 'borrows the difference, thus piling 
up additional taxes for everyone to 
pay in the future. 

Of course, some of these expendi- 
tures are necessary. Essential serv- 
ices must be maintained. Relief must 
be given 'to those in need. 

Not all government expenses fall 
in these classes. Government does 
many things which might better be 
dropped entirely or left to private en- 
terprise to do more efficiently and at 
less cost. 

Spend Less — Tax Less 

The answer then, is less government 
spending in order that taxes may be 
reduced — > less government spending 
all along the line, in federal, state 
and local agencies. 

Eliminate waste, abandon unneces- 
sary outlays and keep government ac- 
tivities within a grogram consistent 
with basic needs and our ability to 
pay the cost. 

Educational Effort 

Realizing that a dollar in taxes to 
government — federal, state or local 
— is a dollar taken from the taxpay- 
ers' pockets, business groups are en- 
deavoring to obtain recognition of the 
need for reducing the costs of gov- 
ernment generally. 

While cooperating in relation to 
state and local situations, these busi- 
ness men through local organizations 
are urging a program to reduce ex- 
cessive federal spending. Some of the 
features of that educational effort 
are — 

Reduction of deficit financing in the 
1940 fiscal year and a definite ap- 
proach to a balanced budget in 1941. 

Limitation of new debt incurred in 
1940 to the amount required to (1) 
pay contractual obligations carried 
over from 1939, and (2) give indis- 
pensable aid to communities unable 
to provide reasonably for relief of 
needy unemployed. 

No new federal spending agencies. 

More adequate federal budgetary pro- 
cedure. 

No more "pump-priming" expendi- 
tures. 

Abandonment of enlarged public works 
programs for unemployment relief. 
Federal public works should be kept 
to the minimum essential for ordi- 
nary governmental operations. 

Larger state and local responsibility 
for relief, with full discretion left 
to those governments to determine 
whether grants or loans of federal 
funds will be employed in direct re- 
lief or work relief. 

Adoption of a policy that federal 
grants or loans to state and local 
governments for relief purposes will 
be permitted only if prescribed re- 
quirements for efficient administra- 
tion are met 

The business community should itself 
refrain, and urge persons or groups 
within or without the government 
to refrain, from exerting pressure 
for appropriations of a special-in- 
terest nature. 

Less taxes — more jobs.

A statement issued by Chairman 
Norman Davis of the American Red 
Cross recently states that there is 
great need in the present war among 
civilian victims, particularly in Po- 
land and Finland. 

The American Red Cross is meet- 
ing their full share of these emer- 
gncy needs without neglecting our 
important duties in the field of relief 
within our own country. 

Upon first news of the suffering 
inflicted and the shortage of supplies 
in Finland, our National Headquar- 
ters made an initial appropriation of 
$25,000. Of this sum $10,000 was 
cabled to London for the badly wanted 
medicines, which were rushed to Fin- 
land by airplane and delivered to the 
Finnish Red Cross. This entire oper- 
ation was carried out in the incredibly 
short time of 24 hours. 

From Red Cross representative 
Wayne Chatfield Taylor in Helsinki 
conies word that hundreds of thou- 
sands of Finnish women, children and 
aged men fleeing west from the dan- 
ger zones, need immediate medical 
care and clothing. 

The threat of typhus and other 
oriental diseases has prompted Chair- 
man Norman H. Davis to send two 
American physicians, stationed in 
Europe by the U. S. Public Health 



Service to Finland. Ten ambulances 
are being prepared in this country 
for immediate shipment of Helsinki. 

Already the following list of relief 
supplies have been shipped to Finland 
from the American Red Cross: 123,- 
946 surgical dressings; 365 operating 
gowns; 8000 men's sweaters; 4000 
women's sweaters; 4000 children's 
sweaters; 4000 women's heavy dress- 
es; 4000 girls dresses; 300 layettes; 
3500 pairs of men's socks; 650 muf- 
flers; 700 beanies; 2000 hospital bed 
shirts; 10 field ambulances; large 
quantities of assorted drugs. 

The women of Winchester are 
working at the Red Cross room at 
the Town Hall, third floor, every Mon- 
day and Wednesday from 10 to 4 
o'clock to sew on the War Relief quo- 
ta. The need in Finland is so great 
for clothing especially with the 
weather so cold that the Red Cross 
would appreciate more workers.

WINCHESTER'S CHURCH for COLORED PEOPLE 



January 15, 1940 

This modest but rather attractive church building, remodeled from 
the old Washington schoolhouse which was built in 1851, the first year after 
Winchester was incorporated, is located on Cross Street and is the place of 
worship for the colored people of our town. 

A few days ago I received a letter from the officers of that church 
telling me that the times had been so hard and so many of their people had 
been out of work for the last few years that they have been unable to pay 
the interest on the mortgage placed on the church some years ago, and they 
are beginning to fear that they might lose their church home unless they 
can do better. They asked me if I could advise them how to proceed so as 
to prevent this calamity. 

So I went up and looked over the church property and talked with 
Rev. William H. Smith, the minister who has served them so faithfully for 
30 years, oftentimes without any compensation, who, at the age of 70, has 
now retired. I have known minister Smith for many years as one of the 
■most useful citizens of our town. He has done a great service for our com- 
munity in gathering these people together and keeping them interested in 
the best things of life. 

I find that there are about 150 colored people in our town. There 
were about 250 before the depression period, but some members have moved 
out of town and located in places where they could secure work. At present 
they have 70 members who belong to the church and an average Sunday at- 
tendance during the year of between 40 and 50, and occasionally 100, with a 
Sunday School of 40 to 50. 

Now, if this church were to be discontinued it would not only be a 
misfortune to these people, but a real asset of the town would be lost. For 
while the doors of all our churches would be open to these folks if they 
wished to attend, the chances are that very few of them would take advan- 
tage of this opportunity, for they would feel that they might not be wel- 
come, and would much prefer to worship and keep by themselves. 

Also, we would soon have growing up in our midst the children of 



these people and it would be a real liability to the town to have such a com- 
munity of young colored people w thout a church home. Conditions like this 
favor the formation of gangs, and gangs often become the breeding places 
for young criminals. 

I found out that they purchased this old schoolhouse from the town 
in 1922, and remodeled it, putting in an investment of about $15,000, and 
placed on it a mortgage of $3500, which has been gradually reduced to $1950; 
the overdue interest on this as o: February 1, 1940, is $130, making alto- 
gether an indebtedness of $2080, the only claim upon this property. 

I visited the owners of thU mortgage in Boston, stated the case to 
them and asked them what they would take in spot cash for the debt on the 
first day of February— principal and interest. After a conference they said 
they would take $1600, which I thought was a most liberal concession. 

We can, each one of us, retlize how we should feel if we were to be 
deprived of our church home. Nov this little church is just as dear to these 
people as our more pretentious churches are to us. Individuals are at this 
time so engrossed with the demands of the Federal and State Governments 
and the equally important requests of the Community Drive, that I venture 
to make this somewhat unusual sJggestion as a method of liquidating this 
mortgage.

Whether you live in town or 
country, brisk autumn days no 
doubt h&ve brought a whirl of 
activity and little time to give to 
the ever-present problem of "what 
shall we eat?" 

Quickly prepared meals are a 
"must" in many busy households, 
yet the needs of family health and 
budget restrictions also must be 
met. Appetites often pick up 
amazingly with cooler days, mak- 
ing the menu problem even more 
acute. 

When planning meals with an 
eye on the clock, how many home- 
makers remember the adaptability 
of the modern broiler? Meat, fruit 
and vegetables — - almost the entire 
meal — can be broiled at once. 
There is no quicker method of 
cooking and none more healthful. 
Moreover, there are many excellent 
combinations which can be cooked 
in this fashion, and with the addi- 
tion of a soup or salad and perhaps 
dessert, your meal is ready. 

An excellent choice is this 
banana-orange meat grill, with 
lamb or veal chops or ground 
meat patties wound with bacon 
strips, and slices of orange, banana 
and tomato, all broiled for 10 or 
12 minutes and served on grill 
piates. Like this: 

4 green-tipped bananas, peeled 
4 orange slices, 4-inch thick 
4 lamb chops. Vj-inch thick 
4 tomato slices, 4-inch thick 
Salt and Pepper 
Melted butter or other fat 



Place the bananas on the center 
of a greased broiler rack. Around 
them group the orange slices, 
tomatoes and chops. Brush bananas 
with melted butter. Salt bananas 
and tomatoes. Set broiler rack 4 
irches under a moderately high 
broiler flame. Broil for 10-12 
minutes, turning once to secure an 
even brown. Serve on hot platter, 
seasoning meat with salt and 
pepper. Garnish with lemon 
wedges, sliced stuffed olives and 
parsley. P**' 

With a green salad, served with 
lemon French dressing, and a light 
dessert, your meal will be com- 
plete. To make lemon French 
dressing, shake together 4 cup 
each of lemon juice and salad oil, 
1 teaspoon each of salt and paprika, 
and 2 tablespoons sugar or honey. 

A delicious dessert which may be 
baked early in the day and served 
cold, or baked at the same time 
the rest of the meal is broiling is 

Lemon Chiffon Pudding (Serves 4) 
Cream: 2 tnhioanoons flour 
94 cup sugar 

1 tablespoon butter 
Add: 2 egg yolks, beaten 

4 cup Sunkist lemon juice 
1 cup milk 
Fold in: 2 egg whites, stiffly 
beaten 

Bake in an 8-inch unbuttered 
pudding dish or individual custard 
cups, set in a pan of warm water. 
Bake 35 minutes in oven (360* to 
375' F.) Will form a cake top 
with a layer of custard below.

ALTHOUGH I sincerely hope none 
of my readers will have acci- 
dents, I must admit accidents do 
happen, or. more accurately, are 
caused. It behooves every motorist 
to know just 
what he should 
do in case he is 
involved in an 
accident. 

First, and ob- 
viously, you 
should stop and 
[ give first aid to 
any one who 
may have been 
injured in the 
accident. Sec- 
ond, remember 
that after the ex- 
citement has died down you'll be 
faced with the fact that you have to 
make a report of the accident. To- 
day, nearly every state requires a 
report of all but the most trivial 
accidents. Moreover, your insurance 
company will want a report of the 
accident, if you are insured. 

Therefore, if involved in an acci- 
dent, calm down as quickly as pos- 
sible and jot down some notes. Tell 
what time of the r'ay or night the 
accident occurred; whether the 
weather was clear, cloudy, raining, 
snowing or sleeting. Note what type 
of road the accident occurred on, 
whether it was wet or dry, level, 
hilly or straight; whether it was a 
2, 3 or 4 lane road. See if there is 
a solid or broken white, yellow or 
black line on the road and measure 
the distance from this line to the 
tire marks made by your car and to 
the other car or vehicle. 

It the accident happened at night 
see if the lights on both your car 
and the other car are lighted. Get 
the names of the occupants of both 
cars as well as the names of any 
persons who may have witnessed 
the accident. Then make a diagram 
of the accident; tell how it hap- 
pened and jot down as many details 
of it as you can remember, such as 
the speed at which you were driv- 
ing. Write down the names of any 
doctors who attended any one in- 
jured. If a camera is handy take a 
picture of the accident. Make a 
note of the damage to both cars. 

Get as much detailed information 
as you can and put it all down in 
black and white. It may save you 
trouble and money later on.

It's a clever idea these New Deal- 
ers have to "consolidate their gains." 
from our observation it works this 
way. When these taxes and assess- 
ments and vvhat-all are piled upon the 
people, they do not expect to be able 
to hold them there as originally levied. 
By taking a little off when the howl 
gets too big they are gradually get- 
ting down to the point where, while 
all feel they are imposed upon, the 
relief from such concessions as are 
made is so great, that the objections 
drop to a degree wherein the "consol- 
idation" can be effected.

CANNOT "CHOOSE TO RUN' 

To the Editor of the Star: 



A pilot flew 575 miles per hour, an 
automobile driver sped more than 368 
miles per hour, two aviators soared 
in a seaplane for 30 days and a motor 
boat was driven 141 miles an hour. 
These are among the records for 1939 
listed in a year-end bulletin from the 
Washington, D. C, headquarters of 
the National Geographic Society. 

At Buffalo, N. Y., H. Lloyd Childs 
dived at the rate of 575 miles an hour 
while demonstrating a Curtis pursuit 
airplane to French army officials. For 
straight flying however a new record 
was made by a German flier, Fritz 
Wendell. He flew 469.11 miles per 
hour, six miles per hour better than 
the former record. 

Paris to London in 41 Minutes 

Francisco Sarabia, foremost Mexi- 
can aviator, made a record flight from 
Mexico, D. F. to New York 2359 miles 
in ten hours and 48 minutes. A new 
trans-continental flight record Vas set 
by a "flying fortress" of 22 tons 
when, in August, a bomber flew from 
Burbank, Calif., to New York, 2500 
miles, in nine hours, 14*£ minutes. 

Alex Henshaw of England broke 
the round-trip airplane record from 
England to Cape Town, flying the 13,- 
000-mile route in 4 days, 10 hours 
and 16 minutes and cutting ^1 holies 
from the previous record, .lffris and 
London are orfly 41 minutes apart by 
air since the new record made in Jan- 
uary by a plane of the Royal Air 
Force, 

The women's light plane speed rec- 
ord was broken by Jacqueline C<5ch- 
ran in July when she flew over a Long 
Island course at a speed of 173.097 
miles per hour. This bettered the for- 
mer record, made by the same avia- 
trix, by about ten miles per hour. 

The new air endurance record set 
in 1939 was- made by Wes Carroll 
and Clyde Schlieper, near Long Beach 
Calif., on Oct. 30. In the air 726 hours 
they broke the former record by 73 
'hours. 

Clipper ship records fell too this 
year. The American Clipper of Pan 
American Airways flew from South- 
ampton, England, to New York, by 
the northern route in 29 hours a.nd 53 
minutes. The Yankee Clipper set a

A few more facts were pieced to- 
gether in 1939 about the men who 
lived on earth in the distant past, 
10,000 to 100,000 years ago. A brief 
review of the discoveries during 1939 
of human bones belonging to that 
prehistoric period is contained in a 
bulletin from the Washington, D. C. 
headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

Most interesting American to pa- 
leontologists, says the bulletin, is the 
mysterious Stone Age American. 
Folsom Man, whose dart points were 
first unearthed near Folsom, New- 
Mexico in 1925: Smithsonian Insti- 
tution scientists led by Dr. Frank H. 
H. Roberts, Jr., have made a dogged 
search during the past six years at 
the famous Lindenmeier site in 
northern Colorado for Folsom re- 
mains. Red and yellow paint, beads, 
dart points and knives show clearly 
the probability that man lived on i 
this continent from 10,000 ,to 25,000 
years ago. But the bones to prove 
his existence have not yet been 
brought to light.

The Atlantic Clipper flew from 
New York to Bermuda, 779 miles, ip 
3 hours and 53 minutes in April, but 
that record was bettered by the Ber- 
muda Clipper in November, by 4 min- 
utes. Imperial Airways set a new rec- 
ord for the Ireland to Newfoundland 
transatlantic jump when the "Cabot" 
made the flight in 13.005 hours, or 
one-half hour less than the previous 
record. 

Italy laid claim to the world's al- 
titude record for seaplanes when, in 



Dr. A. Okladnikov reported the dis- 
covery in the Hissar Mountains 
Uijek, U. S. S. R., of a skull and 
other bones of an eitrht year old child, 
described as the first evidence of the 
presence of Neanderthal man east of 
Palestine and the Crimean Peninsula. 
Neanderthal skulls have been found 
in Europe and Africa, the name comes 
from a valley of the Dussel, a tribu- 
tary of the Rhine. An especially fine 
specimen of a Neanderthal man who 
probably died in a club duel 70,000 or 
HGyOOO years ago was unearthed dur* 
ing the past year at Mount Circeo> on 
thi coast between Rome and Naples. 
Tne finding of the child's skull in 
Central Asia adds weight to the be- 
lief that man is a direct descendant 
of the Neanderthaler rather than 
merely an off shot from a common an- 
cestor. 

Seven skulls, apparently belonging 
to a family group, were uncovered 
in the famous Choukoutien caves near 
Pelping, China, by Drs. Franz Weid- 
enreich and W. C. Pei, Peiping Union 
Medical College. These remains were 
fovjnd in 1930, but they were not an- 
nounced until 1939. The curiosity of 
the discovers were piqued by the 
lrufrked differences of a racial charac- 
ter in the skulls of these ancient vic- 
tims, who died between 20.000 and 
10f3,O0O yea rs ago. Their tentative con- 
clusion is that ancient man was not 
divided into a few distinct types 
which modern civilization has mixed.

Governor Long is no teetotaler, but \ 
he sees the wisdom of his wife's log- 
ic and is quite willing to co-operate j 
with her. When the wife takes a 
definite stand to keep home standards 
high, almost any husband is ready 
to play along according to her ideas. 
Mrs. Long, like many other wise home 
makers, realizes that even when thy 
wife is an innocent bystander who 
does not drink she can never be sure 
what a liquor-stocked refrigerator 
may lead to in her home, no matter 
how tactful she may try to be. 

Human nature being what it is, a 
husband is likely to put the blame 
on the wfe if the home is broken up, 
even by his own drinking. If she 
can maintain a fine and satisfying 
home, he is equally likely to give her 
the credit.

Paced by the effective acting of 
Jane Armstrong, Edna McCormick, I 
and James Coon, a capable high school 
cast produced satisfactorily for a ' 
large and enthusiast ic audience "The | 
Late Christopher Bean" at the Win- 
cheater High School auditorium last: 
Saturday night. 

Before mentioning any individuals 
of the cast, it is highly regular to 
say that their work showed evidence 
of good coaching by Mr. Kenneth 
Meinke of the high school faculty. 1 
Such items as proper spacing of 
characters on the stage, well timed 
entrances, and lack of trouble with 
the amusing lines of the play were 
quite obvious. Also, to the discerning, 
they were adept at the tremendous 
amount of "business" called for in 
some of the slower moving scenes. 
For amateurs of high school age, this 
group did very well in avoiding the 
pitfalls which lurk before the begin- 
ning actor. 

Individually, the longest and hard- 
eat parts were those of Mrs. Haggett, 
played unusually well by Jane Arm- 
strong, who was "in character" every 
moment that she was on the stage; 
Afbby, played very ably by Edna Mc- 
Cormick, who now has shown her ver- 
satility by starring in "Bab" and in 
the current production; and Dr. Hag- 
gett, well interpreted by James Coon, 
who had to extend himself to the limit 
to become the weary and befuddled,

Among the others there can be no 
just rating if one must select individ- 
uals. Perhaps the most difficult role 
was that of Ada Haggett, played by 
Sylvia Robinson, who did very well 
with the part of a consciously un- 
married elder daughter of 24, or was 
it 26? Leila-Jane Smith played a 
more or less "straight" with intelli- 
gence and enthusiasm. 

Robert Elliott played the suave Mr. 
Tallant, who operated with any con- 
venient alias, like an old timer. Wal- 
lace Howard put together his many 
talents to show Rosen in his various 
stages of viscosity and frustration. 
Peter Hickey as Warren Creamer 
looked the part of the careless young 
artist and succeeded in demonstrat- 
ing his awkwardness in the more ten- 
der moments. Brock Lynch hid behind 
the well trimmed beard of Davennort 
and posed excellently as an art critic 
and biographer. 

The Play Itself 

It seems that an obscure artist, 
Christopher Bean, had spent his time 
painting valuable masterpieces while 
under the care of the venerable coun- 
try physician, Dr. Haggett, a man 
whose medical knowledge had suc- 
ceeded in doing but one thing; name- 
ly, accumulating a long list of credit- 
ors. While accepting the hospitality 
of the good doctor's home, Chris Bean 
had won the heart , and hand of the 
invaluable family servant, Abby, and 
had married her, unknown to the doc- 
tor's family, consisting of Susan, Ada, 
and Mrs. Haggett. 

Complications set in ten years later, 
after the unfortunate Chris had died, 
and his wife, Abby, had faded. An 
article in a leading magazine had 
described the value of the late ar- 
tist's work and had reprinted several 
of Chris's letters. Although the crit- 
ics were aware of the value of Chris's 
oils, Doctor Haggett and his family 
had found them only a nuisance. 
Abby, alone, had clung to one paint- 
ing, a portrait of herself. So the stage 
was set perfectly for the unscrupulous 
collectors, Tallant and Rosen, and 
quite upset again with the arrival of 
Davenport, an honest critic and bi- 
ographer of the late Christopher 
Bean. 

By paying only the indebtedness of 
Chris Bean. Tallant i? rewarded with 
an almost priceless painting rescued 
from the chicken coop, and another 
which had been utilized as a canvas 
for the hopeless brushvvork of Ada 
Haggett, although he has to pay 50 
dollars for Ada's side of the canvas. 
He is soon followed by Rosen, who 
astounds the household by offering a 
thousand dollars for the lot, but his 
bid is interrupted by the timely ar- 
rival of Davenport, who tells the 
truth. 

When a search of the oremises re- 
veals no paintings, although there 
have been several, Mrs. Haggett con- 
fesses to having burned th?m. How- 
ever, Abby's portrait is wheedled out 
of her as a keepsake, but when she 
discovers the mercenary methods of 
the Haggett 's she refuses to sell it, 
and, much to everyone's consterna- 
tion, she produces the other 17 which 
she had salvaged from the fire when 
Mrs. Hagget was not looking. 

Dr. Haggett is tempted to take the 
priceless paintings from Abby, but in 
the end -'elds to his honestv and al- 
lows her to leave for the home of her 



brother, made sad by the death of his 
wife. When last seen she ha3 the oils 
under her arm and Davennort as an 
escort, leaving collectors and family 
to be partitioned off by the final cur- 
tain.

What winter fruits lack In variety they more than make up for In 
universal appeal and availability. Everyone likes oranges and apples; 
everyone can have them as Nature Is generous with these fruits which 
are packed with health as well as flavor. 

There's no better way to serve apples or oranges than just as they 
come from the tree — or in juice form for oranges, but there are many 
ways of cooking them which will be different and delight the family. 
For instance, these large California Navel oranges which ripen just in 
time for the holidays and can be had all winter are grand when seasoned 
a bit and baked to serve hot with meat — especially with goose, duck, 
pork or ham. 

Many variations In cooked oranges to accompany the meat course 
have been originated by Californians — perhaps because California 
Navels, seedless and firmer-meated than most varieties, usually grow 
to a larger size than other oranges and are therefore easier to work 
with. 

For the Baked Spiced Oranges pictured, choose large or medium- 
sized fruit, one orange for every two persons. Cut oranges in halves. 
Loosen segments in each half with a sharp knife or scissors. Top each 
half with: 

1 teaspoon brown sugar 
Vi teaspoon butter 

Sprinkle of nutmeg and cinnamon 

Bake in moderate oven (350°) for about 45 minutes or until well 
heated, and butter, sugar and spices have penetrated into the fruit. 
Serve as a meat accompaniment. Each orange half may be decorated 
with a cherry or a glazed cranberry. It is important that the oranges 
be hot when served. 

If you don't have time to prepare these spiced oranges, why not 
try some broiled orange slices? Choose clean, unblemished fruit. Cut 
the whole, unpeeled fruit into slices U ir.ch thick. Marinate 30 minutes 
or more in Lemon French dressing, using ^ cup lemon juice, % cup 
salad oil aud seasoning. Place about 3 inches under the flame and broil 
for 5 to 10 minutes until edges o2 orange slices are slightiy browned. 
Serve hot. 

Another recipe which is delicious is for baked oranges to be served 
hot with meat or cold in a nlad or de :^er;.

WINCHESTER'S WATER 



The joining of Ward 1 in Woburn 
to Winchester, to constitute a new 
29th Middlesex County Representa- 
tive District in the General Court 
was proposed Monday afternoon at 
the hearing before the special commis- 
sion created by the Legislature under 
Chapter 4<>7 of the Acts of 1939 for 
the purpose of redistricting the va- 
rious representative districts of the 
Commonwealth. 

The hearing was held at the court- 
house in East Cambridge before the 
Special Commission for Middlesex 
County, comprising Nathaniel I. Bow- 
ditch of Framinghani. chairman, a 
member of the County Commission- 
ers; Miss Anna Tillinghast of Cam- 
bridge, Miss Mary A. Brennan of 
Maiden, Irving H. Chadwick of Low- 
ell and Jeremiah J. Henley of Natick. 

The law requires the redistricting 
of representative districts every 1Q 
years. Middlesex County was last 
districted in 192*!, and at the present 
time has 52 representative districts, 
the largest number of any County in 
the State. Under the new law the 
county will gain two representative 
districts, making the-new total 64 



CONRAD SEXTON LARSON 



Conrad Sexton Larson, widely known 
in Middlesex County Legion circles 
and past commander of Winchester 
Post, 97, American Legion, died sud- 
denly Friday night, Jan. 19, at his 
home, 4 Maxwell road. His death was 
caused by an acute attack of heart 
disease and was wholly unexpected, 
he having been in his usual good 
health during the day. In the after- 
noon he attended a sales meeting of 
the George H. Wahn Company, whole- 
sale electrical supply dealers, of 101 
High street, Boston, with which firm 
he was associated, the meeting be- 
ing followed by a dinner at the Uni- 
versity Club.

The Town is very fortunate in hav- 
ing had the additional water supply 
to take care of its needs during the 
very dry summer of 1989. The use 
of water has had to be limited in many 
places, including New York City, but 
not in Winchester. Many wells 
throughout the New England States 
have gone dry and people have been 
put to a great ileal of inconvenience. 

The emergency for our Town ap- 
pears to have passed, as the reser- 
voirs are beginning to fill and the 
amount drawn from the wells is be- 
ing gradually reduced. 

Our Water Board was very far- 
sighted in procuring this well water 
supply for emergency purposes on- 
ly, while there was still plenty of 
water to be had from our reservoirs. 
The careful records kept by the De- 
partment and checked by Water Works 
engineers and the State Department 
of Health indicated very plainly that 
we had reached our maximum safe 
yield in dry weather some time ago, 
but the excessive rain during the last 
few years has kept the reservoirs 
full. This water from the emergency 
supply is hard, but it is hoped that 
when the ground refills the water will 
be softer.

The 
only objection to the new supply is 
the hardness of the water. The color 
is very cl( ,ir and when seen in a por- 
celain bathtub or sink often looks 
blue. The L..ite Department of Health 
has made . iny examinations and al- 
ways report that the water is safe for 
drinking. 

Just at present, the water from the 
reservoirs in some parts of the town 
has a disagreeable taste. This is 
caused by algae in the South Reser- 
voir and, '.I is hoped, will clear up 
soon. The condition cannot be treated 
now on account of the ice. 

Many wild rumors are floating 
around about the quality of the water. 
The Water BoarJ can assure the cit- 
izens that the water is perfectly safe 
for drinking and that everything pos- 
sible is being done to improve the 
taste. The Board is in consultation 
with the best Water Works authori- 
ties in the State.

The members of the Winchester 
Police Department have established 
for the benefit of the community a 
donor's list for blood transfusions 
which because of the availability of 
the average police officer should prove 
very valuable in times of emergency. 
Winchester Post, A. L.. has had such 
a list for some time and its donors 
have been called upon in several cases 
when transfusions have been neces- 
sary. 

The advantage of the Police don- 
or's list is, as stated above, in the 
availability of the donors.

Year after year this column has at- 
tempted to call to the attention of our 
citizens one of the major errors of 
New Dealers-, one that perfectly typi- 
fies their logic. 

New Dealism, Naziism, Commun- 
ism, and all other "isms" either do 
not understand — or do they? — that 
humans must have something in 
which they can have perfect confi- 
dence, can rely upon, can hang then- 
hats on — in short, something in which 
they can have implicit faith. 

From the beginning of time there 
has been an inherent belief in the 
minds of men that gold was precious, 
magical, a standard of economic 
value- something upon which to rely. 

Following the World War we wit- 
nessed a world-wide depression with 
its accompanying political changes 
and forms of government. Economic 
and monetary conditions became cha- 
otic. It could not be otherwise. 

Here in America also, everything 
possible was said and done by New 
Dealers to upset what confidence the 
people had in their own economic or- 
der, creating also in the minds of 
some the thought that our democracy 
had not worked and thus, although 
perhaps innocently causing people in 
this as well as other countries to be- 
come confused as- to the future form 
of government even in the United 
States. 

Charges were made that "we needed 
a plan," "Tories," "economic Royal- 
ists," "Entrenched Greed," etc., etc. 
There were vast spending schemes 
and ridiculously low interest rates on 
the savings of the people.

John Frank Sharon, Winchester's 
assistant town engineer for the past 
13 years, died early Sunday afternoon, 
Jan. 28, at his home, 18 Winthrop 
street, after a short illness with heart 
disease. He had attended to his du- 
ties at the engineering office on Sat- 
urday as usual, becoming seriously 
ill during the evening. His unex- 
pected passing came as a shock to 
the entire community. Flags on the 
common and public buildings were 
displayed at half staff in his honor. 

Mr. Sharon was born in Winches- 
ter June MO, 1890, the son of John 
Symmes, and Annie (Johnson) Shar- 
on. He attended the Winchester 
schools and was graduated from 
Winchester High School with the 
class of 1009, winning an enviable 
reputation as a football and basket- 
ball player. 

In April of 1910 he entered the 
town's engineering department under 
Town Engineer James Hinds, remain- 
ing until 1918 and taking courses in 
engineering subjects at Lowell In- 
stitute in Boston. 

In 1918 he resigned to enter the 
employ of the Harry Hope Company, 
Boston engineering firm, for whom he 
worked for a time both in Connecti- 
cut and St. Louis, Mo. Later he was 
for a time employed by the Boston 
office of the Edison Electric Illumin- 
ating Company, returning to the town 
engineering department in 1922. 
When the department was reorganized 
in 1927 he became assistant town en- 
gineer, continuing in that capacity 
until his death. He was a member of 
Waterfield Lodge, I. 0. 0. F. and a 
former member of William Parkman 
Lodge of Masons and of Winchester 
Lodge of Elks. 

On Oct. 20, 1915, he married Mar- 
garet Ellen Horn of this town, who 
survives him, with four daughters, 
Elizabeth, Eleanor, Sally and Jane; 
two sons, Robert and Peter; all of 
Winchester; and two sisters, Mrs. 
Mabel Tucker of Hillsboro, N. H.; 
and Miss Alice Sharon of this town. 

The funeral was held Tuesday af- 
ternoon at the Church of the Epiph- 
any, town officials and members of 
many of the town departments being 
represented in the large gathering 
that filled the nave of the church. 
The rector, Rev. Dwight W. Hadlev. 
read the service, assisted by k'f-t. 
William S. Packer. Organ music was 
played by Mrs. A. B. Corthell. The 
engineering office was closed during 
the service and two members of that 
department, Howard F Ambrose and 
Frederick A. Ewell, were bearers, 
with Arthur H. Cameron, Harry W.

The Parole Board has 
jurisdiction over inmates of the in- 
stitutions at Concord, Charlestown, 
Sherburne, Bridgewater, Norwood and 
cases under treatment at the Juvenile 
Delinquency School. It is the endeavor 
of the Board to show lenience to those 
whose character, conduct and previ- 
ous history indicate that they will 
react constructively when restored to 
normal social contacts.

A BIT OF NATURE IN THE 
CELLAR 



(The following article by School 
Committeeman Robert F. Lybeek of 
Everell road appeared in the Febru- 
ary issue of The American Home 
Magazine. It should prove interest- 
ing to nature lovers, landscape en- 
thusiasts and all who are interested 
in beautifying their homes.) 



The idea of r. naturalistic garden 
pool and waterfall in the cellar may 
sound fantastic. However, as I sit 
here and write, only a few feet away 
the water is tumbling eagerly over 
the rocks singing the song of a moun- 
tain brook. The snray throws glisten- 
ing diamonds on the ferns and moss 
along the edges. Goldfish swim lazily, 
but happily, to and fro in the pool. 
The violets and lilies-of-the-valley 
seem to rejoice in their new-found 
home, and the cedar and the juniper 
are content. 

When we built our home 12 years 
ago, cellar recreation or game rooms 
were in their infancy. Many times 
we discussed the advisability of con- 
verting our cellar into such a room, 
but not until a year ago did we ar- 
rive at a decision to proceed. Imme- 
diately we came face to face with a 
problem: what to do with a partially 
excavated portion, directly under the 
sunroom, windowlesa and separated 
from the main cellar by a 20-inch 
high concrete wall. It had become, 



as happens in many cellars, a dump- 
ing ground for the usual odds and 
ends, lumber, pipes, cement bags, dis- 
cards of every description. 

Suddenly came an idea, why not 
an indoor garden? A hurried search 
of available literature yielded little 
that would be helpful to a beginner. 
The several horticulturists consulted 
were most discouraging, pointing out 
that the provision of sufficient sun- 
light and satisfactory humidity con- 
trol would be difficult problems. How- 
ever, fools rush in where angels fear 
to tread. A clean-up of the accumu- 
lated debris yielded much that could 
be used, such as old bags of cement, 
now granite-like. 

On the south and east we broke 
through the foundation walls and set 
in two cellar sashes for light. The 
hardened cement bags were piled in a 
corner to provide the elevation for the 
waterfall. Then we excavated a sec- 
tion seven by six feet and 14 inches 
deep. At one end of this we sank a 
four foot length of 18-inch tile as a 
blind well for draining the pool. Con- 
crete six inches thick, reinforced with 
old furnace grate bars, was poured in- 
to the excavation to form the bottom 
of the pool. For the sloping sides, 
four-inch walls were poured, rein- 
forced with wire lath and chicken 
wire. Presto! Our pool was finished. 
Then as a foundation for the water- 
fall, we constructed an irregular 
flight of three concrete stens. A three- 
inch lip was attached to each edge of 
the stairs and the risers to retain the 
water. 

By this time October had arrived, 
which meant that we should have to 
hurry to collect the moss, ferns, and 
evergreens needed for our "landscap- 
ing." Fortunately a close friend owns 
a 200 acre wood lot not far away, 
abounding in stone walls and ledges 
and possessing even a swamp and a 
lively brook. A week end of scout- 
ing from dawn till dusk yielded many 
lichen-clad and moss-capped stones. 
Also we were lucky enough to find 
several water-struck rocks to use in 
the cascade. Of ferns and ground 
moss, abundant in the swamp, we 
secured several basketfuls and we 
also unearthed several moss-covem: 
cedar logs. 

Many enjoyable hours were spent 
arranging the rocks on the margin 
and in the pool, trying to achieve a 
naturalistic setting. Finally, with 
I the spreading of a few pails of wash- 
j ed pebbles for the bottom of the pool, 
none of the concrete was in evidence. 

Black loam mixed with peat moss 
was spread to form our "forest floor" 
and the evergreens (cedars, junipers, 
and pines) were set in and kept wet 
for several days. The ferns and moss 
were planted 'helter-skelter. 

I must not forget to describe our 
method of supplying water for the 
fall. Partly because of the city water 
rates, but primarily because in the, 
winter water from the mains is very 
I cold and we wanted to try growing li- 
| lies, we decided to re-circulate the 
i water from the pool. A reinforced con- 
| crete b^x several inches deep was built 
I in the bottom of the pool and connect- 
j ed with it by a 1-inch pine. Next we 
obtained a second hand 1 »! HP mot- 
or, previously used in a refrigerator 
unit, ami a trip to a dealer who spe- 
cializes in dismantling automobiles 
yielded a water pump which we con- 
nected directly to the motor by 
means of a flexible canvas coupling. 
\ discarded gasoline hose from a 
service station pump is the water 
supply line from the pump to the top 
of the waterfall, and the whole unit 
is carefully concealed with rocks, pea", 
moss, and ferns. It gfcres an unin- 
terrupted supply of 40 gallons per 
minute at a cost equal to that of

Let us hastily say that this produc- 
tion is unquestionably one of the best 
which has ever been made in our 
town. To this theme we may later 
return; but having set that record 
straight let us devote first a few 
moments to Mr. Wilder and his play. 

Despite the accolade of the Pulitzer 
prize which has more than once fallen 
on unworthy shoulders, despite the 
applause of jaded Manhattan critics, 
despite the prestige of a long run 
and universal success in the straw-hat 
circuit, "Our Town" is not much of a 
play. Probably all these successes are 
for that very reason. 

Indeed it has much in common with 
"Abie's Irish Rose." Lke that great 
opus of some years back its plot is 
simple and direct and may be expres- 
sed in three words, "boy meets girl." 
In the earlier play the extra interest 
centered on family opposition. Here 
not even that dramatic force is in evi- 
dence but the girl does die. 

On this slender theme Mr. Wilder 
has hung a nosegay of platitudes. 
What these various characters say 
may pass for profound philosophy. 
It has ere this. It is the easiest kind 
of hokum to take a group of rural 
characters who are always for pur- 
poses of the drama (except when 
some unkind person writes a "Tobacco 
Road") assumed to be the noblest of 
all characters and through their 
simple, clipped, almost sparse speech, 
convey those fundamental truths 
which we of the city are supposed 
regularly to forget. Under the kind 
literary ministrations of Mr. Wilder 
this technique rises to the apotheosis 
of the homily. 

We are asked to reflect that when 
a nation is in war it seems quite clear 
why though it is not so clear on later 
thought; that many thoughts come 
up to the cemetery every day "though 
they ain't no postoffice;" that r.iar- 
riage and birth and death are import- 
ant things; that it is good to like 
birds and so on. Whenever the play 
is progressing without philosophy Mr. 
Wilder writes directly, simply and of- 
ten poignantly; thus the wedding 
scene is really an effective commen- 
tary on a lot of things connected with 
marriage and the hours just before 
which are usually left unsaid. Occas- 
sionally. too, Mr. Wilder polishes off 
a good phrase such as "the day is 
running down like a tired clock." 

One other criticism which, is quite 
obvious to make is that the mechanics 
of the production, the lack of scenery, 
the interlocutor, the directness, are 
by no means such a novelty as might 
appear. The Greeks knew their unities 
and Mr. Wilder has done nothing but 
abide by some of Aristotle's prin- 
ciples, though n>t be it said, by the 
unity of time. The be^t of the humor 
stems straight from Booth Tarkin?- 
ton. And the lack of scenery and th" 
int" >T T"et Q r *"« v rrf c*u*"s«» be found 
in "Yellow Jacket" and before that in 



a much greater' theatre, the Chinese. 

Yet when all this is said, w r hen the 
scornful finger of criticism penetrates 
the veil of hokum with which Mr. 
Wilder, who well knows the resale 
value of simplicity, has surrounded 
his liittle play, the fact remains that 
to see it is to spend' a pleasant even- 
ing, a rather universal evening if one 
may say so. At the time the homilies 
drop thiey do not seem quite so otfrvi- 
ous as when they are reexamined in 
the study. Which means of course that 
Mr. Wilder has built good theatre. 

We said a rather universal evening 
— universal because there is no par- 
ticular reason why this play should 
have been laid in Grover's Corners, 
X. H. It might have been in Barano- 
wicze,. Poland, or Klatavy, Czecho- 
slovakia, or La Dormida in the Ar- 
gentine. Except for certain superficial 
details snch as that of the soda-water 
it might have happened at any time. 
Because it might have been any place 
the actors were wise to eschew any 
effort at dialect. Because it might 
have happened at any time the make- 
up man sas unwise to create so many 
beards. There was tradition in earlier 
productions for all the Mormon crea- 
tions and the handle-bar device? but 
it became quite disturbing as the 
evening went on. Perhaps there was 
someone besides Mr. Ctrnningham 
without hirsute ornament. Memory 
fails to recall who. 

A play like this without scenery to 
bump into, costumes to become dis- 
arranged (that is complicated cos- 
tumes) and only moustaches to fall 
off (though none did) frees the actor 
so that he can consider the import of 
his lines and concern himself with the 
matter of hav.-ng his audience hear 
them. This is a boon to amateurs 
and the players in this play took full 
advantage of it. This reviewer can 
not recall an amateur production in 
which the speaking of the lines 
seemed so good. 

Again the absence of properties re- 
moves a perpetual source of amateur 
worry such as whether the revolver 
is going to be in the drawer. 

In the production in question prop- 
erties were imagined to exist and 
some of the principals moved their 
hands as though they were using 
properties. Those who did this with 
imagination achieved thereby an ex- 
cellent effect, a rhythm similar to 
that of the ballet. Given a good deal 
of time and imaginative direction and 
this ballet-like technique might be 
susceptible to considerable develop- 
ment. On the other hand when an 
actor (and at least one did) tried to 
attain too much realism in these 
movements the action was distracting 
for it then became a sort of game 
between audience and actor to guess 
what the actor was pretending to do, 
a modified version of "Cliches." There 
was not too much of this. 

So we reach the end of the review 
of an amateur play with nothing said 
about the acting and especially noth- 
ing about the individual actors. This 
is deliberate and just for this group 
came nearer to ensemble playing, to 
the devices of the Moscow Art Thea- 
ter in this production than is usual. 
They are entitled to the greatest of 
praise as a group and so is their 
director for achieving this ensemble — 
perhaps Mr. Wilder is entitled to a 
small bow too. 

If a word must be said of the prin- 
cipals let it be stated that but one gave 
a disturbing performance — the only 
performance out of key with that of 
the rest; that Mr. Crowers in the 
largest part had beautiful diction, 
was altogether convincing and his 
success should convince him of the 
virtues of straightforward playing; 
that Myra Coon was possibly the out- 
j standing person on the stage, convey- 
; ing just the proper impression of 
j New England rural bleakness with 
! warmth of motherly understanding; 
I and that Van Cunningham was a joy. 
The Players should seriously consider 
giving "Clarence" or "Seventeen" 
with Mr. Cunning-ham in the leading 
role — that is, if an ingenue can be 
found. Good one- 1 are scarce even in 
professional circles. Several of the 
-tand-bvs of the players gave th» 
. .mpetent performances we expect of

Celebration Salad 

2% cups cold diced chicken,

Fry onion and sausage until well i 
done. Add other ingredients and 
simmer for 30 minutes. 

Apricot Presto 

1 package chocolate rennet powder 
1 pint milk (not canned or soft 

curd) 
1 cup apricot puree 

(cooked apricots which have 
been put through a strainer) 

Cookies or wafers 

Make rennet-custard according 
to directions on package. When 
filling dessert glasses fill within 
% inch from top. When ready to 
serve, spread the apricot puree 
lightly over the top of «ach 
rennet-custard. Garnish with crush- 
ed cookies or wafers. 

Magic Valentine Cup Cakes 

1 cup ground shelled peanuts 
% cup sweetened condensed milk 
1 egg, separated 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
Shell peanuts, remove brown 
skins, and pat through a food 
chopper. To ground peanuts add 
sweetened condensed milk, egg 
yolk and baking powder. Blend 
thoroughly. Fold In stiffly beaten 



egg white. Drop by spoonfuls Into 
small-sized buttered cup cake tins. 
Bake In moderate oven (350° F.) 
about 20 minates. Makes 12 small 
cup. cakes.

% teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon grated lemon rind 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 

2 egg whites 

% cup whipping cream 

Sliced sponge cake or 2 dozen 
lady Angers 
1% cups canned Hawaiian pine- 
apple gems 

Maraschino cherries 
Soak gelatin in water 5 minutes. 
Dissolve in hot pineapple syrup, 
add sugar and salt, and stir until 
dissolved. Add lemon rind and 
juice.

Line sides of an oblong mold with 
sponge cake or lady fingers. Fill 
mold with alternate layers of pine- 
apple mixture and sponge cake or 
lady fingers.

Un- 
mold and serve garnished with the 
pineapple gems, cherries, and addi- 
tional whipped cream slightly 
sweetened, tinted a pale green and 
put on the cake with a pastry 
tube. Yield: 8 servings.

DR. BOOS TO ADDRESS MEN'S 
CLUB 



The Men's Club of the First Con- 
gregational Church is fortunate in ob- 
taining as their speaker on the even- 
ing oi Feb 15, Dr. William F. Boos, 
internationally famous toxicologist, 

Dr. Boos has lectured before 
many groups, both scientific and 
popular, on the subject of poisons, 
which include not only poisons ad- 
ministered with criminal intent but 
also those which occur in occupations, 
in foods, and in the home. 

He is the author of a hook entitled 
"The Poison Trail," a popular treatise 
on this very interesting subject, pub- 
lished by the Boston publishing house 
of Hale, Cushman, and Flint, of 
which our fellow townsman, Mr. 
Ralph T. Hale, is a member. Dr. 
Mabel S. Ulrich in the Saturday Re- 
view of Literature has thus aptly re- 
marked of Dr. Boos medical-kgal 
work: "If you are contemplating 
writing a detective story, or commit- 
ting a murder <!), you will find it 
invaluable; if you have wondered how 
the men behind the scenes detect 
poison traces months after death, 
your curiosity can now be easily satis- 
fied; if you are merely an intelligent 
and curious reader, you will still learn 
from it much that is news to you 
and gain a lively respect for the 
world's toxicologists." 

The recent exhibition of contem- 
porary porta its in the Art Gallery of 
the Winchester Public Library, held 
during January, included a portrait of 
Dr. Boos by the well-known portrait 
painter, Mary Danforth Page. 

Dr. Boos is a graduate of Harvard 
College and of the Harvard Medical 
School and is a Doctor of Philosophy 
of the University of Heidelberg. At 
one time he was Parker Travelling 
Fellow from Harvard University and 
Lecture Assistant, both at the Uni- 
versity of Strasbourg. During the 
World War he was physician in 
charge of the New England Manufac- 
turing Company in Wilmington, larg- 
est munitions plant in the east. For 
35 years he has been expert for the 
Commonwelath of Massachusetts and 
other states in capital poison cases 
and other cases requiring a know- 
ledge of medicine, toxicology, and 
chemistry. He has been expert for 
the United States government all 
over the country in prosecutions 
brought under the Pure Food and 
Drugs Act, as well as in capital cases. 
He has also been a lecturer in Toxi- 
cology at the Harvard .Medical School. 

This is sine to be a most informa- 
tive, unusual and intensely interest- 
ing lecture.

The official statement is that Win- 
chester was chosen "because of its ex- 

j cellent methods of procedure and its 
complete records." The work was 
done without cost to the town by a 
staff of federal experts under the gen- 
eral supervision of William Stanley 
Parker of Boston. The financial rec- 
ords of the town back to 1920 were 
examined. A mass of data was col- 
lected on the basis of which the 
town's prospective income was deter- 
mined, together with the probable re- 
quirements for the operation of its 
several departments over a six year 
period ending in 1945. 

No wonder a program based on 
such a study and embracing all the 
reasonable needs of the town re- 
ceived the unanimous indorsement uf 
the governing officials. In a few 
years, certain new school buildings 
may make a bond issue necessary, but 
until that time the town is expected 
to continue its pay-as-you-go policy 
and incur no new indebtedness. The 
reports and complete tabulations of 
the planning board keep the taxpay- 
ers completely informed respecting 
income and outgo and call attention 
to prospective capital expenditures 
well in advance. Winchester deserves 
high praise. — [Boston Herald.

If 
Mr. Roosevelt and his associates be- 
lieve that there are more important 
matters than business activity and 
profitableness, that is one thing. Per- 
haps the American people agree with 
them. This is something which will 
be decided at next November's elec- 
tion. If, on the other hand, the citi- 
zens of the United States are sick of 
depression and they want good bus- 
iness to come back, they are at least 
entitled to be told how it can be ac- 
complished. — [Edson B. Smith in the 
Boston Herald. 



Winchester has recently afforded 
striking proof of its community spirit 
in the way in which its citizens ral- 
lied to the assistance of the New Hope 
Baptist Society, faced with the loss 
of their church home. The raising of 
money to wipe out the mortgage by 
local churches, organizations and in- 
terested citizens was strictly a com- 
munity enterprise, fathered by Win- 
chester's most public spirited citizen, 
Lewis Parkhurst. who was delighted 
by the fact that every church in town 
was represented in the group raising 
the amount necessary to guarantee 
the continuance of the town's colored 
church. It wasn't so much the amount 
raised as the manner in which it was 
gotten together, the promptness and 
spontaneity of response; the enthus- 
iasm of those who followed Mr. Park- 
hurst's lead and the sympathy with 
and understanding of the problem be- 
setting a group of the town's citizens, 
that bring the greatest sense of sat- 
isfaction and pride. Subsequent events 
as exemplified in Winchester's partici 
pation in the recently concluded Com- 
munity Drive lend further cause for 
pride in the town's civic mindedness 
and desire to support worth while 
charitable enterprises. Unofficial re- 
ports indicate that Winchester sub- 
scribed more than its quota and had 
the highest percentage of contribu- 
tions per capita of any town repre- 
sented. All of which adds to the 
fact that Winchester is a fine town 
in which to live. Let us all try to 
keep it that way! 



The financial page of a well known 
morning paper carried this week the 
following headline: "Stock values oft 
in month. Drop $830,960,824!" On 
the front page of this same paper we 
noted the prominent headline: "Roo- 
sevelt cites gains. More jolts, in- 
come are among claims." And there 
you have it. The old battle between 
vested interests and the saviours of 
the nation. Take your choice. It 
may be true, that the starving two- 
thirds have no stock, but a declining 
"value" means much more than the 
loss of a few millions to the royal 
economists. It carries down all along 
the line. It means less purchases by 
great firms and less work for small 
firms— and all the way down less 
work for many people. On the other 
side of the picture, our great finan- 
cier who is taking the country out 
of the red and bringing untold pros- 
perity to (well — somebody), "cited 
substantial gains in the national econ- 
omy (what a word) since he entered 
the White House." If we may be- 
Heve the correctness of our news- 
paper, and we are inclined to do so 
from our own experience and obser- 
vation, he "claimed that the federal, 
state and local government indebted- 
ness had not increased during the pe- 
riod — that it would be time enough 
to thi 'k about the balancing (of the 
budget) when the national income 
had been raised to the neighborhood 
ol 8 nought, nought, nought, nought, 
nought, nought, nought. nought, 
nought, nought!" "Any sudden and 
drastic curtailment of federal spend- 
in;: at this time would certainly be 
followed by unfortunate results (to 
whom?)." He cited in addition to 
sharp increase in national income, an 
increase in salaries and wages. We 
agree with him in the wages. Also 
in the 145 per cent gain in weekly 
payrolls of factory workers. So far 
as the 82 per cent increase in cash 
farm income is concerned, we would 
rather see a statement from our Pet- 
erboro friends before endorsing that. 
But what interested us in view of the 
financial page was the paragraph 
reading "A 55 per cent increase in 
dividends received by individuals 
amounted last vear to 4.253. nought, 
nought, nought, nought, nought, 
nought. To us the noughts are in- 
triguing. How about you?

Because Winchester people are so 
actively interested in the Theatre, the 
Library would like to bring to your 
attention the efforts on the part of 
the Winchester Public Library to 
meet your requests for books on this 
subject. 

The Library has a new and most 
comprehensive reference book Th«a- 
tre Handbook by Bernar Sobel which 
covers subjects pertaining to the 
theatre: stage, history, plays, make- 
up, players, publicity, playwrights, 
reviews of about 1000 plays, glossary 
of stage terms, and many other rela- 
tive subjects. 

Three biographies interesting to 
you who follow the legitimate thea- 
tre, and also, the radio theatre; "Let- 
ters to Mary" by Catherine Hayes 
Brown, a collection of frank, non- 
idolizing letters from Grandmother 
Brown to Granddaughter Mary Mac- 
Arthur, giving an intimate and com- 
plete picture of the active life of 
Helen Hayes. 

"Lorenzo Goes to Hollywood," 
wherein Edward Arnold, stage, screen j 
and radio star, tells of his life, youth 
to theatre to motion pictures to ] 
broadcasting. The third new biogra- 
phy, "Hollywood Saga" written by 
Director William C. deMille, although 
mainly the story of the development 
of the movng-picture industry dur- 
ing the past 20 years, also gives many 
glimpses into the years of Director 
deMille's life which have been spent 
in Hollywood. 

And, speaking of the drama of mo- 
tion pictures, the book "Let's Go to 
the Movies" by William C. Pryor and 
Mrs. Helen Pryor, is a good boo* 
dealing with many phases of moving 
pictures, the story-choosing, acting, 
costuming, photography, as well as 
all the different types; cartoons, fea- 
ture movies, newsreels, etc. 

During the theatre season in Bos- 
ton the Library always has constant 
inquiries about current productions 
and finds that collections such as 
those edited by Burns Mantle, ade- 
quately supplement the general play- 
books.' In the 1038-39 edition such 
plays as "Abe Lincoln in Illinois," 
"The American Way" and "The Little 
Foxes" are presented in Mantle's cus- 
tomary part-dialogue, part-summary 
manner. This year there is a collec- 
tion edited by John Gassner en- 
titled. "20 Best Plays of the Modern 
American Theatre" including "High 
Tor," "Golden Boy," "Idiot's De- 
light," "Tobacco Road" and others. 

Many of you will be interested Lo 
know that the Public Library sub- 
scribed to the Theatre Arts Monthly 
last week, and after this month it is 
hoped that you will ask at the Li- 
brary for this periodical. 

There is a new novel about the j 
theatre! "Curtain Going Up" by 
Sophie Kerr Underwood, a story of a j 
girl who dreamed of and really did ■ 
succeed in writing and producing a 
Broadway play. The account of her j 
bewildering, exhausting struggle is | 
filled with plenty of back-stage thea- 
tre atmosphere. 

All the books mentioned above i 
have been added to the Library in the ; 
past few months, but there are many I 
equally as valuable books on the thea- 
tre accessed in the past five years. ' 
Schonberger's "Play Production for j 
Amateurs," has excellent chapters on j 
Bcenery building, make-up, and cos- j 
turning, as well as on the choice and 
production of the plays. It can be ; 
used as a manual for the director and 1 
as a guide for the student active in ' 
Little Theatre productions. | 

"The Art of Playgoing" by John 
Mason Brown is a book about the 
theatre with a unique approach, writ- 
ten for the members of the audience 
rather than for the producers, striv- 
ing to increase their pleasure as ob- 
servers bv increasing their knowledge 
of the technicalities of the theatre. 

Another older edition discussing 
important subjects from tryouts to j 
articulation and from directing to ; 
costuming is Van H. Cartwell's "A j 
Handbook for the Amateur Actor." , 

"Behind the Footlights," by Math- 
er, Spaulding, and Skillen includes a 
history and analysis of drama, ma- I 
teriafon the development of techni- ; 
que. and on production itself, while 
Peter Bax's "Stage Management," i 
helps with the script, rehearsals, 
stage staff, scenery, properties, light- 
ing, wardrobe, etc. 

The last one to be mentioned here 
is "Curtains Going Up" by Albert 
McCleery and Carl Click which will 
be especially appreciated by those in- 
terested in the Little Theatre move- 
ment, as it gives a survey of 184 
community theatres all over our coun- 
try with suggestions for any who 
might wish to start a theatre of this

EXHIBITION OF MODERN AMERI- 
CAN PAINTING 

Members and guests of the Win- 
chester Art Association tilled the 
gallery and flowed over into the pub- 
lic library itself on Sunday afternoon 
when they met to view the opening 
of their latest exhibition, Modern 
American Painting. This exhibition 
will continue to be on view and open 
to the general public at the usual 
hours throughout the month of Feb- 
ruary. 

The Association was fortunate in 
having as its guest speaker at the 
Sunday meeting Mr. Richard Rideout 
of the Grace Home Galleries of Bos- 
ton through the cooperation of whom 
the exhibition Itself was made pos- 
sible. Mr. Rideout placed the associa- 
tion further in his debt with his en- 
tertaining remarks about the many 
painters represented, with an insight 
into their lives and careers which 
made their painting seem far more 
interesting and with his explanation of 
the abstract paintngs of Pfeiffer and 
Saxild which occupied the most im- 
portant position on the two principal 
walls of the gallery. 

Of abstractionists such as Pfeiffer 
Mr. Rideout reminded his listeners 
that such painters do not want a pro- 
gram for their paintings, do not want 
people to try to interpret them. They 
are to look at them merely as form 
and color and whether or not they are 
pleasing will be a matter for the 
viewer. He also developed slightly 
the theory of dynamic symmetry 
which concerns many such painters. 
He noted the similarity of the Saxild 
painting to one by Leger or Feininger 
but not in the palette of either. 

The speaker called special attention 
to the work of Allan Crite a young 
negro who lives in the South End of 
Boston and who paints his own people 
and his own neighborhood seriously 
and sensitively. He has only recently 
sold some pictures successfully enough 
so that he has been able for a time 
at any rate to let his mother stop day 
work. Deeply religious, Crite paints a 
religious painting at absolutely statis- 
tical intervals and in the interim 
paints steadily scenes of his own mil- 
ieu. People are already beginning to 
refer to him as the John Sloan of 
Boston. 

Of John Steuart Curry the writer 
cannot agree with Mr. Rideout's 
summary conclusion that he was a 
better painter when he painted the 
laughing clown of the current exhi- 
bition than he is now that he paints 
huge canvasses in the safety zone of 
residence at the University of Wiscon- 
sin. This is none the less an import- 
ant painting. Less imposing hut pleas- 
ant is the water color of another resi- 
dent college painter, Paul Sample who 
is now at Dartmouth College. 

Perhaps the most disagreeable 
painting in the exhibition which is 
also one of the most interesting is 
called "Deep South." In very ugly 
colors several ragged and moth-eaten 
and diseased negroes carry slack cot- 
ton across a dismal field. Those who 
have seen desolate share-cropping 
country know however that the pic- 
ture is truthful though not natural- 
istic. 

"Blue River" by Susumu Hirota and 
"Harvard University" by Carl Zerbe. 
two impressionistic pictures seemed to 
please many of the visitors. Less ex- 
citing perhaps, they are also more 
restful. Reginald Marsh's "Mr. Broe 
in the Doorway," a portrait of the 
most painted model in New York at- 
tracted much attention both because 
"f the quality of the painting and the 
subject, which is also characteristic of 
his later work. It was easy in this 
nicture t-> see the effect of his teacher. 
Kenneth Hays Miller, whose "Sales- 



women" also was hung. It was less 
easy to see the effect of the same 
painter on "Icehouse" by Waldo 
Pierce, also a Miller student. Pierce 
is sometimes referred to as the Rabel- 
ais of American painters for reasons 
which do not appear in the current 
exhibition. 

There are other interesting pictures 
among them the studies of Herbert 
Harnett who has combined dynamic 
symmetry and cubism in a way which 
is his own and which is stimulating. 
Also to be noted was "Daguerreotype" 
by Morris Kantor who has since be- 
come a much greater painter than this 
picture, rather, a tour de force, would 
suggest. One of the loveliest pieces 
of work in the show was contributed 
bv Aimee Lamb in her little pastel 
"Air Raid," which finds great beauty 
in the upturned faces of a tremulous 
group. Most satiric was a picture by 
Coulton Waugh called "Gallery." 
which depicts a disagreeable woman 
serenely dominating the gallery while 
she sits in the center viewing the pic- 
j tures and being viewed; meanwhile 
two men in ill-fitting coats seem to 
j have happened by and are looking at 
| other pictures for unknown reasons. 

And so it goes through a series of 
Colorful, varied and amusing, interest- 
ing and provocative pictures. These 
pictures are not the work of people 
who can not draw or use color as so 
often is said of the modernists. There 
is ample evidence of craftsmanship 
thoughout the exhibition. If the mode 
of expression may have seemed at 
times strange, it is fair to say that as 
one lived with them longer they be- 
came more plausible. The show is 

clearly a success and opportunity 
should be taken to see this unusual 
exhibition while it is in town.

Makeup, light- 
ing, sound equipment and music are 
all engaged from the professional 
field. 

All of these, however, could not 
achieve successful results were it not 
j for the splendid organization within 
the Winton Club itself.

Edward Henry St< >ne, a life long 
resident of Winchester, died at his 
home on Cambridge .street, Saturday, 
Feb. 10, after a brief illness. He was 
in his 89th year. 

Mr. Stone was born in Boston, Feb. 
1">, 1861. His parents were Henry 
and Sarah (Ruggles) Stone and the 
family home was on Kingston street, 
very nearly at the spot where his bus- 
iness establishment has been located 
for so many years.

BLIZZARD HITS WINCHESTER 

Worst Storm in 25 Years Follows Open Winter 



Wednesday night's blizzard is re- 
ported the worst storm experienced 
here in 26 years, with wind at 50 
miles an hour blowing a heavy storm 
of snow which piled up to 17 inches 
and in places reached a depth of over 
four feet. All traffic was forced to a 
standstill. Automobiles by the score 
were stalled, and people sought shel- 
ter wherever they could find it. a num- 
ber spending the night in the warmth 
and shelter of the Police Station. 
Winchester, in common with suround- 
ing nlaces, was hard hit, but when it 
came to digging out yesterd ay morn- 
ing, our town was far in the lead. 

The storm opened during the middle 
of Wednesday afternoon, following a 
day of cloudiness and a morning of 
light snow. Once the storm started 
it rapidly arose to blizzard propor- 
tions, and by "> o'clock the gale was 
driving the snow before it so thick 
that visability was practically zero. 

Traffic snarls started early in Bos- 
ton and rose to major proportions by 
(> o'clock, when drivers abandoned 
their cars where they were and sought 
shelter. About Winchester snow plows 
were out early and had the main roads 
well under control till nearly !> 
o'clock. At this time some plows be- 
came stalled and the numerous cars 
unable to move in the streets caused 
considerable trouble. From 9 on the 
roads were bad. 

It wasn't that the Highway De- 
partment wasn't on the job. As early 
as 4 o'clock Wednesday afternoon men 
and trucks were battling the snow, 
but the storm was of such exceptional 
velocity that the driving, sleety snow 
got under hoods of the trucks and 
tractors, wetting the ignition wires 
and disabling the machines. 

While the storm was at its heightb 
it was all but impossible to make air- 
head way, due to the stalling of ma- 
chines because of ignition trouble and 
because of the fact that most of the 
town's equipment is too light to cope 
with snow of the depth encountered 
during this storm. Eight to ten inch- 
es on a level is about what the local 
equipment can handle efficiently, and 
this storm precipitated much more 
than this amount everywhere, except 
where the hurtling gale blew roads 
virtually bare. This was character- 
ized by veteran snow handlers as a ten 
ton tractor storm and the town is not 
so equipped. Few would advocate 
that it should be. 

At the desk in the Engineering of- 
fice two men were kept busy answer- 
ing calls for assistance, some reason- 
able and many more of a selfish na- 
ture. So far as was humanly possible, 
emergency calls were taken care of. 
Many places where roads were plowed 
the driving snow behind the machine 
filled in the plowed way virtually as 
full as it was before. 

At Police Headquarters call after 
call was received reporting motorists 
abandoning cars on the roads about 
town. Police estimate that between 
80 and 40 were stuck on the highways 
through the fury of the storm. 

Only one accident was reported to 
the Police, a Plymouth sedan, driven 
I)'- Vincent McHugh or 22 Ash street, 
Wo bum, colliding with a Ford coupe, 
driven by Madison W. Rawley of 2 
Park avenue on Main street near 
Pike's garage at 6:45. Both machines 
were damaged but no one was injured. 

The Fire Department had two runs 
during the fury of the gale, the first 
in response to an alarm from Box 27 
at 10:45 Wednesday night for a fire 
n a White tr ick on Main street near 
Symmes road. Engine 3 responded to 
the alarm an 1 ''ie men found the truck 
able to go under its own power after 
the fire had been put out. It was con- 
fined to the engine of the machine 
which was owned by the Colonial 
Transportation Company of 300 Han- 
cock street, Quincy, and driven by- 
Jules F. Landry of 70 Squantum 
street, Quincy. 

The s>H-ond run of the night came at 
12:04 Thursday morning when Stone- 
K am Box 321 came in for a fire in the 
Bell Block in that town. This well 
known structure, former home of the 
Stoneham town offices and now bous- 
ing stores and the Knights of Colum- 
bus apartments, was badly gutted. 
Engine 1 with Lt. Ray Hanseom driv- 
ng, and the Chief's car went to Stone- 
ham, and bar the loss of the engine's 
traction chains, got back to head- 
quarters' all right. Conditions on the 
highways were so bad however, that 
pieces of apparatus from Wcburn.

A lecture of unusual interest and 
charm was that presented before the 
Winchester Historical Society at its 
winter meeting on Thursday, Feb. 8, 
by Mrs. Margaret Louise Wood of 
Wakefield on "Romance of Early 
Whaling Days." Mrs. Wood appeared 
in a very attractive old-fashioned 
costume of the whaling period, and 
had arranged on tables some of the 
implements used in whaling, many 
articles of scrimshaw carved with a 
jackknife from the jawbones and 
teeth of a whale by the men on the 
ships during intervals when no whale 
was sighted, and a small model of the 
last of the whaling vessels, the 
"Charles W. Morgan ' now at New 
Bedford and owned by the late Col. 
Green, all of which helped portray 
vividly the whaling era. 

Mrs. Wood said the earliest settlers 
engaged in whaling, Nantucket tak- 
ing first place. Later the industry 
moved to New Bedford wheh at one 
time had over 700 whaling ships, and 
prospered for about 60 years, until 
it became the third industry in 
Massachusetts. Although pirates ap- 
peared in New England waters, it did 
not deter these valiant whaling men, 
who followed the whaling grounds to 
the southern Pacific, and over 400 is- 
lands were discovered by New Eng- 
land whalers. Finally petroleum and 
the Civil War put an end to whaling. 

Among the recent gifts to the so- 
ciety, which were shown at this meet- 
ing was a pair of knitted gloves worn 
in the Revolutionary War by Timothy 
Wentworth, an officer in Washington's 
army, presented by Misses Helen and 
Eliza Twombly, descendants of Mr. 
Wentworth, who was the grandfather 
of Sarah Wentworth, the first teacher 
in the little West Side School on 
Cambridge street. Miss Helen Twom- 
bly also presented two sketches of 
the old Myopia Club House, one made 
by Elmer Fletcher who was present 
at the official opening of the club, 
and the other made by Miss Alice 
Sanborn when 12 years of age. 

Another gift shown at this time, 
which has been presented to the li- 
brary by Mr. Lewis Parkhurst, was a 
small piece of wood from Longfel- 
low's spreading chestnut tree. This 
is framed together with a copy of a 
letter explaining it, and is on the wall 
of the library.

serve coffee in the good old Ameri- 
can manner with sugar and cream, 
accompanied by this Finnish bread 
that does just as well in the U. S. A. 
as it does in Helsinki: 



KAH VILEIPA 
Finnish Coffee Bread 

(See Illustration) 
4 tbsps. sugar »4 cup luke warm 
4 tbsps. butter water 
IV* teasps. salt 1 egg, boa ten 
1 cup milk, scalded H teasp. fine 
1 yeast cake cardamon 

4 cups sifted Hour 

Place sugar, butter and salt in a 
large bowl; add scalded milk, mix 
thoroughly and cool to luke warm. 
Crumble yeast cake into luke warm 
water, stir until the yeast cake is 
dissolved; add with beaten egg and 
cardamon to the first mixture. Stir 
in two cups of flour and mix until 
smooth; add remaining flour gradu- 
ally. Turn out on floured board. 
Knead until smooth and elastic. 
Place in bowl; cover and let rise 
until double in bulk. Turn out on a 
slightly floured board, knead: form 
into braid. Place on oiled baking 
sheet, cover and let rise until very 
light. Brush with additional beaten 
egg. Bake in moderate oven (375°F.)

LIONS CLl B WHITE CANE 




Almost everybody today knows 
what the white Cane is, and its use. ! 
Most persons know, also, that it was 
the Lions Clubs which put the White 
Cane into the hands of the blind, in- 
duced city councils and state legisla- 
tures to enact laws regulating its use, 
and presented the canes, free, to the 
blind. But not everybody knows that 
it was the Lions Club of Peoria, III., 
which first got the idea, and started 
the whole chain of White Cane usage. 
This review of the history of the 
White Cane is taken from a recent 
article in the Peoria Star: 

A blind man crossing a Peoria 
street one day nearly 10 years ago 
started a movement that has carried 
to all parts of the country. 

The man, virtually helpless in the 
swirl of traffic, his cane tapping fu- i 
tilely upon the pavement, was noticed 
by George A. Bonham, then president j 
of Peoria Lions Club. 

Thoughts of the man kept coining 
back and he began to search for some 
means of helping him and scores of 
other Peorians in his predicament. 
There should be some way of warn- 
ing drivers before it was too late that 
the man was blind and his fate en- 
tirely in their hands. 

"The cane — that's it! Paint the cane 
white and put a wide band of red 
around it. Then let the blind man 
hold it extended as he crosses the 
street." Mr. Bonham presented the 
idea at the next meeting of the Peoria 
Lions Club. It gained unanimous ap- 
proval. 

The canes were painted and dis- 
tributed, the city council co-operated 
by adopting an ordinance giving the 
right-of-way to its bearer. 

Furnishing the canes without ex- 
pense to the blind became an inter- 
national activity of the Lions organi- 
zation. Ninety per cent of approxi- 
mately 135,000 sightless in the coun- 
try now have them, and once a year 
they are privileged to renew them. 

Many states have adopted laws 
similar to the Peoria ordinance, and 
even in some foreign countries the 
white cane with the red band has 
become a symbol of the blind to be 
watched for and heeded.

LEAGUE OF WOMEN VOTERS 
LEGISLATIVE DAY 

In spite of the lack of transporta- 
tion facilities there was a good sized 
audience at the legislative luncheon 
of the League of Women Voters which 
was held at the Winchester Country 
Club last Friday, Feb. 16. Mrs. Joseph 
Worthen, vice president of the league, 
opened the morning meeting and after 
some discussion it was voted that the 
league endorse a petition being sent 
to the Selectmen requesting that the 
Welfare Board be increased from 
three to five members. Mrs. Worthen 
then turned the meeting over to Mrs. 
Philip Woodward, legislative chair- 
man of the Winchester League. 

Mrs. Woodward spoke briefly on the 
forthcoming program ol the national 
and state leagues, urging that the 
members acquire a thorough under- 
standing of the issues supported by 
the league. She then introduced Mr. 
Edward Schneider, regional attorney 
for the National Labor Relations 
Board, who spoke on the Wagner Act. 
He explained some of the difficulties 
of the board and defended its policies. 
At the conclusion of his talk he 
answered various questions and then 
the meeting adjourned for luncheon. 
In the afternoon the topic was "Shall 
the Reciprocal Trade Agreements be 
Continued" and the discussion took 
the form of a debate, with Mr. 
Franklin Johnson, publisher of the

Seccnd Storm Within Week Hits 
Winchester 

Winchester experienced its second 
severe snow storm of the winter well 
within a week after being litctally 
buried under the precipitation of last 
Wednesday's blizzard. Tired shovel- 
erg, creaking trucks and tractors were 
still in process of recovering from 
their super-human efforts at the time 
of the first storm when they were 
called upon to battle the second, in 
some respects worse to fight than its 
predecessor. 

This week's storm commenced about 
2:30 Monday afternon, after threat- 
ening skies had heralded its apprach 
through the morning. By mid-after- 
noon it was snowing in real earnest 
I and Superintendent of Streets Parker 
I Holbrook, newly returned from the 
; convention which kept him at Atlan- 
tic City durine the first blizzard, got 
his snow removing equipment and 
men on to the job. Plows and tractors 
were going all night and streets were 
quite passable Tuesday morning, 
though the walking was bad and the 
driving "not so good." 
I The snow of the second storm was 
I very wet and heavy, making it much 
harder to shovel and plow than that 
of the first storm, though there was no 
where near so much of it. Despite 
the fact that it snow steadily all day 
Tuesday and Tuesday night, contin- 
uing with flurries Wednesday, rela- 
tively little accumulated, much ofj$he 
snow being so wet it melted as it 
fell. 

What did pile up, however, was 
hard to remove and the tired High- 
way Department workers and extra 
shovelers found their second job doub- 
| ly difficult. Fortunately there was no 
such high wind as that which accom- 
panied the first storm and trucks and 
tractors were able to keep going bet- 
ter. 

The - heavy nature of the snow 
caused considerable trouble with wires 
especially Mondav night and Tuesday 
morning, lights being reported out in 
Rangely and other places about town. 
Wires were down on Highland avenue 
south of Sargent road, at Calumet, 
road between Wedgemere avenue and 
Salisbury street, Bacon street near 
Ravenscroft road, Stevens street above 
Bridge street, Grove place, and Bacon 
j street west of the Boston & Maine 
j bridge. Early Tuesday morning Offi- 
j cer John Murray of the Police Depart- 
I ment discovered an Edison house serv- 
ice wire hanging within a few feet 
of the ground on Highland avenue at 
the Washington School, Officer Clar- 
ence Dunburv remaining on guard 
there until the arrival of Edison re- 
pair men. 

Incidentally the Edison repair crews 
had a busy time of the Monday night 
i and Tuesday morning, and gave an 

excellent account of themselves, 
j While not so many motor cars were 
j stalled during this week's storm, 
there were still plenty stuck in the 
I heavy snow and many more so care- 
! lessly parked as to completely block 
' narrow side streets and foot-paths, 
j The Police were kept busy Tuesday 
and Wednesday forenon getting these 
latter machines out of traffic lanes. 

Many complaints and requests for 
special service had to be disregarded 
by the Highway crews, and at the en- 
' gineering office at the town hall har- 
, assed clerks and officials strove to 
' placate irate citizens who felt that 
their particular case should be taken 
, care of immediately. 

A peak of 452 men were engaged in 
1 the work of snow-removal during last 
I week's storm, but this number was 
■ soon greatly reduced as those unable 
j to cope with the heavy work were 
! laid off. It was estimated that con- 
| siderably less men would be used this 
! week's storm, but figures will not be 
j available until the end of the week. 

The eagerness of residents to get 
' and keep their cars on the roads has 
; been the chief handicap with which 
workers have had to contend, and if 
I those who do not actually have to use 
| their automobiles would leave them 
j in their garages until the present 
, emergency conditions are obviated, 
i the iob of snow removal would be 
| considerably facilitated. 



Dana M. Cotton Resigns 

Mr. Dana M. Cotton, director of 
guidance and a member of the Win- 
chester High School faculty for the 
past six years, has resigned to ac- 
cept the position of supervisor of 
guidance for the State of Maine. 

Mr. Cotton was chosen for the 
Maine position by Educatin Commis- 
sioner Bertram E. Packard of that 
state and sanctioned by Governor 
Lewis O. Barrows and the Maine 
Executive Council. He has presented 
his resignation to the local school 
authorities and plans now to begin 
his new duties on July 15 with head- 
j quarters at Augusta. 
I In entering upon his new duties in 
I Maine Mr. Cotton becomes a part of 
' a nation-wide movement to improve 
the guidance of secondary school stu- 
dents in selecting the proper courses 
to fit them for work most adaptable 
to their capacities. The field is a 
new one in Maine and he will be 
called upon to pioneer in it, set- 
ting up the necessary machinery 
for its general adoption by school 
systems and conferring with school 
superintendents upon its applicabili- 
ty to their specific needs. 

Mr. Cotton came to Winchester 
High School as a teacher of Social 
Sciences. He was appointed director 
of guidance by the School Commit- j 
tee two years ago, his efforts in this i 
new field having won for him the 
admiration alike of educators and. pa- j 
rents generally in town. 

He has been especially popular | 
with the towns young people, is the 
present young people's director at j 
the Church of the Epiphany and pre- j 
viously held a similar position at the 
Unitarian Cburch. 

Mr. ' Cotton is a graduate of the ' 
University of New Hampshire, doing j 
graduate* work at Columbia Univer- I 
sity, Harvard and at Oxford Univer- i 
sit'y in England. He is a former res- 
ident of Gorham, Me., and has a first- 
hand knowledge of that State which j 
should greatly assist him in his new | 
field.

The regular meeting of the Win- 
chester V\ omen's Republican Club was 
held on Wednesday afternoon, Feb.

Following the business meeting 
Mrs. Frederick Hatch, chairman of 
the Education Committee, gave two 
splendid and highly enlightening book 
reviews, dealing with the political and 
economic ambitions of Germany and 
Russia and their methods in obtaining 
their objectives. 

Guest speaker for the afternoon 
was Prof. Norman J. Padelford, head 
of the Fletcher School of Law and 
Diplomacy at Tufts College. Profes- 
sor Padelford chose to discuss "The 
International Aspects of Our Foreign 
Policy and National Defense." He 
spoke of the two wars now being 
waged; one in the fai Pacific and one 
in Europe, neither bearing any par- 
ticular relationship to the other. He 
stressed particularly the ambitions 
of Japan in the Pacific; her wish to 
add the Dutch East Indies and the 
Philippines to her conquests in the 
near future, the looks of envy she is 
casting on Australia and New Zea- 
land and her willful violation of the 
rights of U. S. citizens. 

Turning to the European situation 
Mr. Padelford stressed the policy of 
Germany and Russia to disrupt the 
political institutions of European and 
American democracy. He said that 
the Monroe Doctrine had been the 
keystone of our policy since 1812 and 
to it the New Deal has added the good 
neighbor policy for the Americas. The 
Monroe Doctrine is even more im- 
portant today since the factor of mod- 
ern transportation has made our ex- 
pediency and national safety depend- 
ent on the Monroe Doctrine. 

Since we are bound by treaty to go 
to the defense of any American coun- 
try threatened by a foreign power, 
since we must protect our own islands 
and have certain moral obligations to 
other countries, every American citi- 
zen should, since the menace to Amer- 
ica is real, insist on a carefully de- 
fined national program for defense.

One of the most attractive red 
colorings for dessert use is 
grenadine syrup, and vanilla rennet- 
custard with grenadine topping 
carries out the red and white effect 
to the last delectable nibble. Best 
of all its qualifications as a party 
dessert, perhaps, is the fact that 
this one can be made in ten 
minutes, without eggs and without 
cooking. 

Vanilla Rennet-Custard with 
Grenadine Topping 

2 cups milk (not canned or soft 
curd) or 1 cup milk and 1 cup 



1 package vanilla rennet powder 

1 egg white 
\* cup granulated sugar 
14 cup grenadine syrup 

Set out 4 or 5 dessert glasses. 
Warm milk slowly, stirring con- 
stantly. Tost a drop on inside of 
wrist frequently. Whan COM- 
FORTABLY WARM. 1120° F.) not 
hot, remove at once from stove. 
Stir rennet powder into milk brisk- 
ly until dissolved — not over one 
minute. Pour at once, while still 
liquid, into individual dessert 
glasses. Do not move until firm — 
about 10 minutes. Chill in ice box. 
Just before serving, beat egg white 
until it holds peaks; add sugar and 
syrup by tablespoons, beating well 
after each addition, and continue to 
beat until mixture is very stiff. 
Drop a puff of the mixture on each 
dessert and trickle a little grena- 
dine syrup over the top.

Harry T. Jackson read extracts from 
a diary of a soldier in the Revolution, 
Caleb H:i kell, her great-great-grand- 
father. Mr. Haskell then 20 vears of 
age, was one of the "huskies" picked 
by order of General Washington to 
march from Newburyport to Quebec 
under command of Benedict Arnold. 
Previous to marching to Quebec these 
soldiers were quartered at Cambridge 
and this diary contain a vivid account 
of the events preceding the battle of 
Bunker Hill. The diary states that 
on July 2, 1775, "Hon. Geo. Washing- 
Ion. Eso. Commander in Chief of the 
United Forces in America" arrived in 
Cambridge. On Sept. 14, 1775, 1100 
men commanded by Colonel Benedict 
Arnold and Lt.-Col. Green and Lt-Col. 
Enos set out for Newburyport. Many 
did not survive the hardships, and 
only 185 returned. There were many 
amusing and pathetic incidents re- 
corded in this diary. The time was 
too short to hear more than a small 
part, and Mrs. Jackson will read from 
it again at a later meeting.

GOLD 



The theory of attempting to raise 
the value of g-old in the world was 
based upon ideas of protecting the 
value of the dollar in the markets of 
the world. This, of course, was done 
although, like any other artificial 
method, it can be but temporary at 
best. 

The New Deal theory of the Hull 
Reciprocal Trade Treaties is, of 
course, tied in with our gold buying 
program, of necessity, but there are 
so many complex problems already- 
present and continually arising, that 
the program is becoming most seri- 
ous. The war may — for a time — give 
an impression of prosperity but this 
ridiculous gold buying program will 
be some problem before America is 
through with it. 

We are told that the New Deal has 
given up its '"Brain Trust"' and that 
competent, experienced business men 
are now to be asked for advice. If 
their advice is heeded America will 
stop buying more gold and paying for 
same with the labor and the commodi- 
ties of this country. 

After we have taken what gold 
England and Prance have left — by 
cash and carry — we will be faced with 
lending them their own gold with 
which to continue buying of us. When 
we reach this period let's remember 
our last World War debts and, if we 
believe we should back these democ- 
racies in their war, let's charge it 
right off. Of course, we could mark 
our gold up higher and give them the 
difference but by then a new ad- 
ministration — free from the hysteria 
that accompanies all new deals — will 
be governing the United States. 

There must be faith to make eco- 
nomice work, also something to which 
to tie. The quicker this little old 
world returns to faith in the golj 
standard and to faith in the Golden 
Rule, the longer will this civilization 
last. 

As President Roosevelt said, on 
Sept. 3, 1939: "Let me make the 
simple plea that partisanship and 
selfishness be adjourned and that na- 
tional duty be the thought that under- 
lies all others." 

So be it. $35 an ounce for gold — 
to all comers — was a partisan New 
| Dial theory. Let's stop it.

As lemon meringue pie Is a 
favorite with both young and old, 
I have chosen the following as this 
month's star recipe. 

Try It and see if you don't agree 
with my choice. Yes! I am giving 
the meringue recipe also. Follow 
both carefully and your dessert that 
day will be a thrilling dinner 
finish. 

Sunkist Lemon Meringue Pie / 

1 cup water or milk 
% cup sugar 
*4 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon grated lemon poal 

5 tablespoons cornstarch 
% cup cold water 

2 well-beaten egg yolka 

1 tablespoon butter 

6 tablespoons lemon juice 
Bring water or milk, sugar, salt 

and lemon peel to a boil in sauce- 
pan on direct heat. Add cornstarch, 
blended with Vfr cup of cold water. 
Cook over low heat, until thickened 
(about 5 minutes), stirring con- 
stantly. Remove from heat. Add 
separately, mixing well after each 
addition, the egg yolks, butter and 
lemon juice. Pour ailing into 
baked pastry shell. 

When filling is cool, top with a 
meringue, made from: 

2 egg whites 

4 tablespoons sugar 
1 teaspoon lemon juice 
Beat egg whites until frothy. Add 
sugar gradually. Continue beating 
but only until egg holds its shape 
in peaks. Fold in lemon juice. 
Brown pie in moderate oven (325* 
F.) for 15 minutes. (Makes one 
8-inch pie.) 

Note the three lemon pie tricks 
that are followed in this recipe. 
Trick one — add lemon juice and 
egg to pastry mix — result, flaky 
crust of a superior tenderness. 
Trick two — cook filling first, then 
add freshly squeezed lemon juice 
after the cooking flame is out — 
result, a /Wing fragrantly fresh in 
flavor.

Not for some years has a Win- 
chester ballot included so many con- j 
tests as those being waged for elec- 
tion to town office at the polls on 
Monday. Contests for eight of the 14 j 
offices to be filled is unprecedented in 
recent years, and the fact that includ- 
ed are several offices seldom contested 
lends added spice to the election dish 
this year. All this year's ballot lacks 
is a contest for school committee to 
make it replete with thrills and bring 
out a record-making vote. As it is 
those in the political know expect a 
large vote Monday, given decent 
weather and traveling conditions. 

Chief interest in this year's election 
is centered in the contests for Select- 
man and Assessor, in each of which 
four candidates are entered. Two 
Selectmen will be elected and one As- 
sessor. 

Candidates for Selectman include 
William J. Croughwell of 22 Ravine 
road, purchasing agent for a Boston 
banking house; Philip H. Gallagher, 
of 16 Prospect street, vice president 
and treasurer of the Winchester 
Brick Company; Ben R. Schneider of 
21 Winthrop street, a consulting en- 
gineer; and Marshall W. Symmes of 
243 Main street, New England repre- 
sentative for a New York publishing 
house. In a sense all are starting 
from scratch, no one of them being a 
candidate for re-election.

Mabel and the late Conrad Larson of 
Maxwell road, sustained a badly 
broken leg on Washington's birthday 
while on a skiing trip in Vermont. 

Young Larson, a high school pupil, 
with four Winchester friends, "Bran"

You have your recipes for special 
egg and fish Lenten dishes, but 
here are a few suggestions that I 
am sure you will appreciate — not 
only during the forty days of Lent, 
but for forty months thereafter. 

Magic Mayonnaise 

Yi cup sweetened condensed milk 
hi. cup vinegar or lemon juice 
hi. cup salad oil or melted butter 

1 egg yolk 

V% teaspoon salt 

Few grains cayenne 
hk teaspoon dry mustard 

Place ingredients in mixing bowl. 
Beat with rotary egg beater until 
mixture thickens. (Or place in jar, 
cover tightly, and shake vigorously 
2 minutes.) If thicker consistency 
Is desired, chill before serving. 
Makes 1^4 cups. 

The mayonnaise recipe given 
above will carry an additional cup 
of oil if this flavor is particularly 
liked. The vinegar may also be 
increased up to V* cup. To double 
recipe: Use one whole egg Instead 
of egg yolk and double all other 
ingredients. This makes 2hk cups. 

This is a delicious dressing with 
fish or vegetable salads. 

Ribbon Gem Salad 

2 tablespoons gelatin 
hit cup cold water 

Ihb cups pineapple syrup* 
4 cup sugar 
Vt teaspoon salt 
hi cup mild vinegar 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 

2 3-ounce packages cream cheese 
hi cup cream 

1 cup cucumber cubes 

3 cups canned Hawaiian 

pineapple gems 
1 pimiento chopped 
hi cup pecan halves 



Soak gelatin In cold water for 
five minutes, dissolve in hot pine- 
apple syrup. Add sugar, salt, 
vinegar and lemon juice; cool until 
slightly thickened. Beat the cheese 
to a smooth paste with the cream 
and add hk cup of thickened gelatin. 
Combine remaining gelatin with 
cucumber cubes, half of pineapple 
gems, pimiento and nuts. Pour 
half of this into a loaf mold 
(10x5x3), chill until set. Let 
other half stand at room tempera- 
ture. Spread cheese mixture on 
top of set gelatin, chill and pour 
in remaining soft gelatin mixture; 
chill. Serve sliced on crisp lettuce 
and garnished with remaining 
pineapple gems. Pass mayonnaise 
dressing. Yield: 8 servings. 

•Syrup drained from 1 lb. 14 
ounce can Hawaiian pineapple 
gems plus water to make 1% cups 
liquid. 

You can serve the longed-for 
second and third cups of coffee 
without any qualms over nerves or 
sleeplessness if you make your 
steaming brew from decaffeinated 
coffee. Be sure to have it piping 
hot. Here is a tempting brew to 
serve with Lenten meals. 

Steeped Coffee 

(An improved "boiled" coffee) 
Use 1 heaping tablespoon de- 
caffeinated coffee, regular grind, for 
each cup (hi pint) boiling water. 
Put coffee in pot. Pour boiling 
water over coffee, cover tightly, 
and let stand in a warm place 6 to 
9 minutes. Strain from grounds 
immediately through fine wire 
strainer, muslin, or cheesecloth. 
Remember when making decaffein- 
ated coffee by the pot or percolator 
methods that it needs slightly 
longer brewing than the ordinary 
kind to bring out its full, rich 
flavor.

Winchester subscribed a total of 
$31,837.70 to achieve 106.3 per cent 
of its quota in Greater Boston's 1940 
Community Fund Campaign, it was 
announced this week by James Now- 
ell, community chairman, following 
the latest audit at headquarters. On 
February 6, the Campaign was re- 
ported over the top in its effort to 
secure minimum support for 175 hos- 
pitals, health and social service agen- 
cies aui-ing the next 12 months. 

"The thanks of Greater Boston are 
due to each and every generous citi- 
zen who helped put the Community 
Fund across," Mr. Gray said this 
week. "But we must always remem- 
ber that the goal this year was the 
absolute minimum necessary to keep 
these great human services operating 
throughout 1940. 

"Since the Campaign, the volunteer 
budget committee, headed by Charles 
M. Rogerson, has been holding extra 
sessons to pare down agency budgets 
even further. We must stretch every 
Community Federation dollar to the 
limit in providing vital assistance for 
more than 300,000 people this year. 

"Stringent economy in all agencies 
is still vital since the oversubscrip- 
tion was not large enough appreci- 
ably to bridge the gap between the 
minimum campaign goal and the sum 
total of the agencies' needs as found 
by the budget committee." 

R. Ammi Cutter of Cambridge, 
chairman of the Metropolitan Divis- 
ion, saw deep significance in the fact 
that the organization raised more in 
this year's Campaign than ever be- 
fore. 

The response to the appeal of the 
1940 Community Fund Campaign in 
the cities and towns of the Metropoli- 
tan area shows increasing recognition 
that the 175 Community Fund agen- 
cies are dealing with social problems 
which affect, directly and indirectly, 
all the 46 communities in the Greater 
Boston area," Mr. Cutter declared. 

"The more general understanding 
of the importance of these agencies to 
people living outside Boston is highly 
gratifying. With each new campaign 
we can anticipate further progress 
in making known the fact that the 
Community Fund agencies by their 
work help people throughout the 
whole Metropolitan area and also 
many people living beyond Greater 
Boston. 

"The work of the Campaign organi- 
zations in the cities and towns of the 
Metropolitan Division was done most 
effectively by a total of about 8000 
volunteer workers. To them for their 
generous and enthusiastic help the 
agencies a:e very grateful."

How glorious and splendid it would 
be if the citizens of all nations could 
participate in the observace of an 
universal Rededication Week, or 
Brotherhood Week, call it what you 
will, and pledge their allegience to 
and in support of those aims and 
principles which have been incorpor- 
ated in our Lions Objects and in the 
Lions Code of Citizenship and Pa- 
triotism.

HPHE outstanding radio scientist 
• of the future will be given a 
flying start toward his goal through 
the award of a $ 1000 college scholar- 
ship next Fall, according to a plan 
announced today by David Sarnoff.

Realizing that tomorrow's radio 
engineering talent is to be found 
among the boys who are now in 
the senior classes of high schools, 
Mr. Sarnoff intends to find the stu- 
dent who is best fitted by brains 
and natural ability to succeed in a 
scientific career. To this end, a 
competition is being offered this 
week through the Principals of 
17,000 high schools throughout the 
United States to students who are 
qualified by high scholastic stand- 
ings. 

Ten preliminary winners will be 
selected on the basis of their rat- 
ings in this examination. All of 
will be brought to New York 



next August at the expense of the 
company, and will spend a month 
in thorough inspections of RCA and 
NBC engineering facilities.

BOSTON— Day-by -day Yan- 
kee perseverance may earn for 
New England the honor of being 
the cradle of a new American 
prosperity. 

The land where rugged pio- 
neers were born and nursed in 
the early days of the white man's 
life in a new world is setting the 
pace' for a more prosperous na- 
tional economy. The upswing in 
New England industry, as mea- 
sured by the economists, is the 
more noteworthy because it was 
made while the six states recov- 
ered from the greatest disaster in 
their history— the hurricane of 
September 21, 1938. 

New England goes into 1940 
with bright prospects after an im- 
pressive rehabilitation program 
set in motion after the big blow 
took a toll of 600 lives and caused 
property damage estimated at 
$400,000,000. The "new New 
England" is a tribute to the resi- 
dents of those states where the 
period of grieving was shortened 
and the task of reconstruction 
undertaken with a grim 



mination to build a better home- 
land over the wreckage of the 
old. 

Reflecting in a large part the 
extent of rebuilding from the 
hurricane, an increase of about 27 
percent in residential construc- 
tion in 1939 is one of the signifi- 
cant indices of improved business 
conditions for the year, as re- 
ported by F. W. Dodge statistical 
survey. The total value of con- 
tracts awarded during the first 10 
months of 1939 was $66,957,000 as 
compared with $52,704,000 during 
the first 10 months of 1938. 

Many rebuilt homes have gone 
beyond traditional colonial archi- 
tecture and are making use of 
wide expanses of polished plate 
glass window areas to bring out- 
door light and scenes into the 
home. In commercial reconstruc- 
tion and new building, a distinct- 
ly modern type of architecture is 
being used in many places for. the 
first time. Light weight metals 
and varied colors of vitrolite 
structural glass are teaching many 
New England shopkeepers for the 
first time the sales appeal of mer- 



chandise displayed in attractive 
glass settings. 

Striving hard to keep in step 
with the building boom, other 
lines of endeavor show marked 
improvement when compared 
with a year ago, according to rec- 
ords of the New England Council.' 
Factory employment »kept about 
eight per cent ahead of 1938. Mil- 
lions of dollars in increased 
wages resulted from a 16 per cent 
boost in payrolls. For every 100 
freight cars loaded in New Eng- 
land in 1938, 111 were loaded in 
1939 with manufactured products 
destined for every state in the 
union and almost every nation on 
the globe. 

The tenor of New England's 
improving trade and industry is 
summed up in the economists' re- 
ports that "general business ac- 
tivity" for the year was about 17 
per cent ahead of 1938. 

In such manner has New Eng- 
land pulled itself up by its own 
boot straps and set an example 
to the rest of the country for 
Yankee ingenuity and resource-

Chief interest was centered in the 
four cornered fight for the two va- 
cancies on the board of selectmen by 
William J. Croughwell, Philip H. Gal- 
lagher, Ben R. Schneider, and Mar- 
shall W. Symmes. For three weeks 
previous to election speculation had 
been rife as to the successful candi- 
dates with most of those viewing the 
contest impartially believing that Mr. 
Symmes would be one of those elected. 

This view proved sound, Mr. 
Symmes with the high total of 2206 
vote? showing well rounded strength 
that sagged below the 300 vote mark 
only in Precinct 6. Running first in 
precincts 1 and 2, second in 3, 4, and 
5, and third in 6, he was at the head 
of every unofficial tabulation of fig- 
ures from the time the first results 
commenced to come in after election. 
Behind him, speculation was rife as 
candidates and workers waited to 
learn the result of the voting just as 
it had been preceding election when 
those long associated with local poli- 
tics sought to name the other candi- 
date who would be elected. 

Mr. Schneider, a candidate with 
strong backing, was running second 
in the eaily tabulations and after 
Pi i cincts 5, 1 and 2 were in still held 
this position. His margin, however, as 
inrtouneed at this time was not con- 
clusive and when Precinct 6 gave Mr. 
Gallagher 594 votes the unofficial 
tabulators moved him up into second 
place. Precinct 4, however, gave Mr. 
Schneider 435 votes to Mr. Gallagher's 
115, and in addition it was discovered 
that a mistake in counting added 100 
to the previous Schneider total. 

The result was to ensconce Mr. 
Schneider firmly in second place in 
the contest and to elect him to the 
other vacancy on the Board. Mr. 
Croughwell in third place showed 
greater strength in 3, 4 and 5 than 
Mr. Gallagher could muster, though 
his vote in these precincts was disap- 
pointing to his friends and support- 
ers.

Opposite the charging desk in the 
Winchester Public Library is a table 
on which are displayed the more re- 
cent books on art. Published within the 
past five years, these books are all 
up to date in text and attractive in 
illustrations, and will appeal to one 
casually interested in many subjects 
as well as to the student of art. 

Among the books is "Modem Works I 
of Art" which was published by the i 
Museum of Modern Art in New i*ork, 
and has liberal examples of such mod- 
ern art phases as expressionism, cub- 
ism, futurism ami surrealism. 

"Fantastic Art, Dada. Surrealism," j 
edited by Alfred H. Barr, Jr.. with 
essays by Georges Hugnet, analyzes 
and interprets these subjects and in- 
eludes notes on the painters and their 
paintings. 

If you wish to read up on special 
fields of art; on painting still life, 
landscapes, miniatures, murals, por- 
traits; on the technique of art, or the 
restoration of paintings, you will en- 
joy "Painting" published by the Gar- 
den City Publishing Co., from the text 
used in the Encyclopedia Britannica. 

Perhaps you have noticed in the 
book stores this season the elaborate 
displays of the new art book edited 
by Thomas Craven and entitled "A 
Treasury of Art Masterpieces." This 
volume, containing excellent repro- 
ductions and commentaries of paint- 
ers from Giotto to Grant Wood, may 
also be used at the Winchester Pub- 
lic Library. Also covering the same 
period is "World-Famous Paintings" 
edited by Rockwell Kent. 

Using the plates from "Life" Mag- 
azine had his own new text and bio- 
graphical material, Peyton Boswell, 
Jr., has presented this year a large 
but beautifully done volume entitled 
"Modern American Painting." Then 
there is the "History of American 
Paintings" by Samuel Isham which 
has chapters on subjects from the 
primitives through to present day 
impressionism and modernism. 

Malvina Hoffman gives a brief out- 
line of the history of sculpture, the 
necessary study, technique and pro- 
cesses in her well illustrated volume 
"Sculpture Inside and Out." 

Taken up by countries, with a pajre 
on the art development of the coun- 
try, a picture and biographical ma- 
terial about one representative paint- 
er and a copy of one of his paintings, 
the booklet "Contemporary Art of 79 
Countries edited by International 
Business Machines Corp., is small but 
exttemely helpful, in that it presents 
information about some countries and 
paitters not commonly included in art 
books. 

Those interested in learning to 
draw, design or paint will want to 
look at "You Can Design," by Winold 
Reiss and Albert Schweizer which 
presents a simple method of drawing, 
coiimencing with ordinary scrawls 
and developing these abstractions in- 
to real creative designs. "Painting as 
a Hobby," by Stephen Thach is for 
the beginner, explaining the rudi- 
ments and listing the necessary equip- 
ment. Elliot O'Hara's new "Art 
Teacher's Primer" gives assignments 
to art classes which may be used to 
supplement art school courses. 

There are also several biographies 
for these who enjoy reading about the 
lives of- the famous old masters.

Under Article 16 of the warrant it 
is proposed that the Town purchase 
for school purposes from Mr. Lewis 
Parkhurst a parcel of land known as 
the Ripley lot lying between the Jun- 
ior High School and the Unitarian 
Church at a cost of $4975, its assessed , 
value. Under article 17 it is proposed 
to purchase for playgound purposes a T 
parcel OS land situated behind the ! 
Winchester Conservatories assessed 
lor $1182 at a cost of $3500. 1 he 
Finance Committee recommends both 
appropriations, that Uto^W.jW 
propose paying Mr. Parkhurst the 
assessed valuation and paying the 
,>wner of the land behind the Win- 
chester Conservatories nearly three 
times the assessed valuation. 

Many of the citizens have seriously 
doubted the economy of the Finance 
Committee's recommendations during 
the past dozen years. This sudden 
change to penuriousness in recom- 
mending the purchase from Mr. Park- 
hurst of the Ripley lot at the assessed 
value, while also recommending the 
purchase from another of the undevel- 
oped land to the rear of the Winches- 
ter Conservatories at a price nearly 
three times the assessed value, has 
occasioned them considerable surprise 
and at the same time aroused their 
curiosity. Inquiring into the matter 
they find that their gratitude for this 
abrupt turn to economy is consider- 
ably dampened by learning that it is 
being accomplished at the expense of 
one of Winchester's most distin- 
guished citizens. Certainly there is no 
one who has contributed so much to 
the development of the Town. 

Back in 1030 the Finance Commit- 
tee recommended the acquisition of the 
Ripley lot at its then assessed value 
of $18,800, although nobody knew how 
much more than $18,800 the town 
would have been compelled to pay. 
The limited Town meeting by a vote 
of 179 to 4 voted the appropriation, as 
included in the total appropriation of 
nearly $400,000 for the establishment 
of a junior High School and on refer- 
endum to the voters the whole pro- 
i gram was defeated. Subsequently, 
! however, and after a compromise, .the 
'Junior High School became a fact, 
but the Ripley lot was not purchased. 
Some of the land acquired for the new 
school cost the town a great deal more 
than its assessed value. After the 
Junior High School building had been 
erected. Mr. Parkhurst acquired the 
Ripley lot well knowing the necessity 
of controlling the development of that 
land if the architectural beauty ot the

It 
was he who conceived the idea of 
representing the three elements of 
heaven, man and earth.

TOWN MEETING OPENING SES- 
SION HELD

Acting on 26 of 35 articles in the 
warrant the opening session of the 
current town meeting, held last even- 
ing in the town hall, voted almost 
without exception to accept the rec- 
ommendations of the Finance Commit- 
tee as voiced by the committee's 
chairman, Selectman-elect Ben R. 
Schneider. Not for years, at least 
has there been a smoother running 
meeting. Seldom, if ever, has there 
been one more generally dull. Such 
opposition as there was to the Fi- 
nance Committee's dictates got exact- 
ly nowhere, and the meeting, under 
the gavel of the new moderator, Ray- 
mond S. Wilkins, had actually finished 
Article 6, the long article dealing with 
departmental appropriations at 9:15. 

It is more than likely that the war- 
ant would have been completed last 
night, had the Park Board been able 
to give the delegates a more exact pic- 
ture of the land which it is proposed to 
purchase at the rear of the Winches- 
ter Conservatories for a west side 
playground. An attempt to have the 
article, seeking an appropriation of 
$5200 for the purchase of this land, 
taken from the table where it had 
been consigned earlier in the meet- 
ing, resulted in a motion to adjourn, 
offered by Mr. Farnsworth at 10:45, 
and subsequently carried. 

Previous to the debate on this arti- 
cle there had been little excitement. 
Mr. Cullen and Mr. P. T. Foley ques- 
tioned the wisdom of a .$1200 item 
in the Police account for the purchase 
of a new ambulance, feeling that the 
figure requested would not secure an 
ambulance much better than the pres- 
ent wholly unsatisfactory vehicle. 
Mr. Cameron assured the meeting 
that an adequate second hand ambul- 
ance could be secured for that figure, 
1935 vintage, and that the present 
ambulance would be given to the 
Fire Department to replace the fire 
alarm car, gradually falling apart, 
thus "killing two birds with one 
stone." 

This bon mot got one of the laughs 
of the evening. There were very few! 
Mr. Wilkins got another when he felt 
Town Counsel Pike's opinion upon a 
question of public liability outweighed 
that of School Superintendent QuilUl, 
pointing out that after all Mr. Pike 
is "a lawyer." 

In the matter of departmental ac- 
counts there was no deviation from 
Finance Committee figures. The en- 
gineering department budget was re- 
duced $500, that amount being de- 
ducted from the $3000 salary re- 
quested for an assistant engineer, a 
position vacant since the death of 
John F. Sharon, and not likely to be 
filled, according to Mr. Schneider, for 
a few weeks yet. 

Among the larger appropriations, 
were Fire Department $49,340; Health 
Department, $22,963.62; Highway.; 
and Bridges, $94,861; Interest, $18,- 
297; Parks and Playgrounds. $26,- 
230; Old Age Assistance, $19,300; 
Pensions and Annuities, $14,198; Po- 
lice Department, $59,953.70; Library 
$17,511; Public Welfare, $20,083; Re- 
serve Fund, $15,000; School Depart- 
ment, $290,546.85; Sewer Construc- 
tion, $13,700: Snow and Ice, $31,000; 
Street Lights. $22,992.50; Water 
Construction, $14,100; Water Main- 
tenance, $33,390. 

At the opening of the meeting Mr. 
Schneider explained that the $31,000 
item for snow and ice removal would 
eat up practicalb' all the savings his 
committee had been able to effect in 
the town's budget and also pointed 
out that in the past 10 years the 
town's necessary appropriations for 
relief and state taxes have increased 
some $150,000. 

Despite this fact the Finance Com- 
mittee chairman pointed out that if 
his group's figures were accepted by 
the meeting, the town's tax rate would 
be about the same, or slightly lower 
than it was in 1930. 

There was no particular disposi- 
tion to do anything but accept the 
Finance Committee figures. r»lr. Cul- 
len vainly sought to reduce the Se- 
lectmen's budget by the amount of 
a $250 salary increase requested for 
the Board's clerk, and questioned 
salary increases for the clerk of the 
Finance Committee and the Water 
■Registrar. His objections served to 
inform some members of the meet- 
ing that salaries are apportioned un- 
der various accounts, two speakers 
stating their belief that salary totals 
should be available for precinct 
members. 

The meeting voted $5,000 to erect a 
bath hou.se at Leonard Field and 
$4,490 to continue its recreation pro- 
gram. It also voted to accept the 
recommendation of the Recreation 
Committee, providing for a committee 
of six to conduct experiments in the 
use of school buildings for adult rec- 
reation purposes. 

There was no objection to the town 
taking the land adjacent to its west 
side water supply to protect that sup- 
ply, nor to the purchase from Mr. 
Parkhurst of the lot between the Jun- 
ior High School and the Unitarian 
Church. $5200 being voted for the lat- 
ter parcel. Money for the land 
wanted on Wedge Pond for Park pur- 
poses was also voted. 

Charles Eshbach, a Massachusetts 
State graduate, was chosen director 
of the town's activity in aid of the 
county agriculture extens-ion service. 

Strangely enough no motion was 
introduced under the article dealing 
with the proposal to grant police of- 
ficers a day off in six. this article be- 
ing indefinitely postpone alone with 
the Sunday sports article. Mr. Russell 
was successful in getting a sense of 
the meeting \vu> to increase the 
number of members of the Park 
Board to five, legislation by the Gen- 
eral Court being necessary actually 
to effect the change. The vote was 
86-57, after Chairman Davidson of 
the Park Board had voiced his group's 
opposition to the increase in number.

George Burton Cole of 29 Mystic 
avenue, a resident of Winchester for 
half a century and former well known 
Boston clothing salesman, died Sun- 
day night, March 10, at the Winches- 
ter Hospital after a short illness. 

Mr. Cole was the son of Henry 
King, and Mary (Packard) Cole. He 
was born Jan. 13, 1861, in Bridge- 
water and as a young man engaged in 
the men's furnishings business in 
Wareham and Fall River. Later he 
came to Boston and in 1892, entered 
the employ of Browning King & Co., 
clothiers, as a salesman, remaining 
with that firm 45 years until his re- 
tirement in 1937. He was widely 
known in men's clothing circles, and 
numbered among his customers many 
from this town. 

Mr. Cole came to Winchester 50 
years ago and on Sept. 6, 1894, mar- 
ried Nellie M. Cutting of this town, 
they being among the first residents 
of "the Mystic avenue-Cutting street 
section developed by Mrs. Cole's fath- 
er, the late Alexis Cutting, whose 
home is now the American Legion 
Headquarters on Washington street. 

Mr. Cole lived all of his married 
life at 15 Mystic avenue, in one of the 
houses built by his father-in-law, and 
after the death of his wife in 1933, 
he continued to reside at that address 
until ill health caused him to give 
up his own home a little more than 
a year ago. His long residence gave 
him a wide acquaintance with citi- 
zens of the town of all walks in life 
and he was universally popular with 
those who knew him. An ardent 
lover of baseball, he attended as 
many of the local games as possible 
and last season attended a number 
of the better contests played on 
Leonard Field. He attended the 
First Congregational Church and 
during his more active years was a 
member of the First Congregational 
Men's Club. 

Surviving are two sons, Paul C. 
Cole of Methuen and Donald P. Cole, 
a member of the editorial staff of 
The Fall River Herald News. There 
are also surviving four grandchildren, 
Robert C, Frank G., and Sally F. 
Cole of Methuen, and Donald P. Cola, 
Jr., of Fall River. 

Funeral services were held Tuesday 
afternoon in the Kelley & Hawes 
Chapel with Rev. Howard J. Chidley, 
pastor of the First Congregational 
Church, officiating. Idabelle H. Win- 
ship, soprano soloist of that church, 
sang two favorite hymns, "The Old 
Rugged Cross" and "In the Garden." 
Interment was in Wildwood Cemetery.

Lieut. Robert B. Cox, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Walter Cox of Myrtle 
street, was injured Sunday when the 
United States Marine Corps plane 
which he was flying with Lieut. Es- 
cholm M. Mallory of Orlando, Fla., was 
damaged in makimr a landing at 
Camaguay, Cuba. 

Lieutenant Cox, who is a member 
of the Marine Corps Aviation Re- 
serve, had been for some time on du- 
ty at Ponce in Cuba and was on his way 
back to his home base at Quantico in 
Virginia when the stop was made at 
Camaguay, probably to refuel.

Lieutenant Cox graduated from 
Winchester High School in 1931 and 
from Northeastern University with 
honors in chemical engineering in 
1936. He entered the Marine Corps 
Aviation Corps for a reserve officer's 
commission in December 1936 an.l 
was commissioned last July.

in this country. 

Routes of travel are given and in 
cases where gullible parties have done 
as directed by the letters they have 
been relieved of the money they took 
abroad soon after their arrival. 

The operators of the "swindle" are 
not in this country and as they invari- 
ably use cables for their communica- 
tions, they can not be punished under 
the postal laws. 

Every effort is being made to 
prosecute them, and any who receive 
letters such as those mentioned above 
are urged to communicate at once 
with Chief Rogers.

OPERA HOOK AT THE PUBLIC 
LIBRARY 



Last week the newspapers announc- 
ed the public sale of opera tickets, 1 
meaning that in a few weeks the Met- I 
ropolitan opera season opens and al- 
ready ticket-holders and radio listen- 
en are calling for stories of the 
operas, librettos, and music of the 
beat known operatic selections. 

The Winchester Public Library has 
quite a number of these for your use. 
The librettos, which have a short 
sketch of the plot, complete dialogue, 
and some music, are in the frail but 
generally adequate paper editions, 
welcome" gifts to the library from 
Winchester opera goers. Among the 
most popular ones are "William Tell" 
and "The Barber of Seville" by Ros- 
sini, "Aida," "La Traviata," "Rigo- 
letto," "II Trovartore" by Verdi, "Mar- 
riage, of Figaro" by Mozart, "Car- 
men" by Bizet, "Faust" by Gounod, 
and Wagner's "The Flying Dutch- 
man," "Tannhauser," Lohengrin," and 
"Twilight of the Gods." 

Many books, the old as well as the 
new, are devoted to the opera stories 
and their composers, Lawrence Gil- 
man in his book. "Wagner's Operas" 
records incidents in Wagner's life 
that suggested and influenced the 
writing of his opera, comments on 
the stories and gives the compara- 
tive merits of each 

An old but very well prepared vol- 
ume is George P. Upton's handbook 
"The Standard Opera." Including 70 
operas from which the season's rep- 
ertoire is most likely to be chosen, it 
has five or six page summaries of 
each plot, with music principal mo- 
tives and settings. 

Earnest Newman's big book entitled 
"Stories of the Great Operas" can be 
heartily recommended as a reliable 
volume to have on your family book 
shelf. This is as timely now as in 
1IV28 when it was first published, and 
will, in all probability, be considered 
just as readable and informative by 
the next generation. It has all of 
Wagner's operas, several by Puccini, 
Verdi, Rossini, Mozart, Offenbach's 
"Tales of Hoffman" and Humper- 
dincks' "Hansel and Gretel." The de- 
tailed story of each opera is related, 
together with a very fine descriptive 
analysis of the music. Each motive 
is named and given in music form so 
it can be played, learned, and intelli 



gently recognized when the reader 
finally finds himself in his opera box. 

Henry Edward Krehbiel's "A Book 
of Operas" by Grabbe and Nordhoff. 
More generally used is Gladys David- 
son's "Two Hundred Opera Plots" 
which devotes its pages, as its title 
implies, to plot only. An old book, 
published in 1911, this is still one of 
the best of its kind, for such material 
does not become antiquated and will 
be of value as long as opera itself 
remains unchanged. 

Published in 1939, "Master Build- 
ers of Opera" by George C. Jeff is a 
collection of biographical sketches of 
all well known opera composers in the 
past 200 years. As it is arranged 
chronologically and has a dependable 
text, it may also be used as a history 
of the opera. 

A translation by Margaret Armour 
of all four parts of "The Ring of the 
N'iblung" appears in two volumes. 
There is no music, the text being 
written as an epic poem with roles 
and action indicated. These are new- 
editions and are attractively illus- 
trated by Arthur Rockham. 

The "Authentic Lebrettos of the 
Italian Operas" and the "Authentic 
Librettos of the French and German 
Opera" are two new books with both 
foreign and English text and the 
music of the principal airs. 

The Winchester Public Library will 
be pleased to reserve any of this ma- 
terial for Winchester readers if it is 
not immediately available.

Bulletins from National Headquar- 
ters in Washington state that the Eu- 
ropean conflict is destined to go down 
in history as a war that has brought 
more suffering to civilian populations 
than to the soldiers at the front. Out 
of the five nations at war, Finland is 
the one exception; she is engaged in 
a conflict which definitely follows the 
old pattern. 

Although there has been little 
action on the western front,, it has not 
lessened the disorganization of na- 
tional life in France and Great Brit- 
ain. Mass evacuation of nopulations 
from congested areas, because of the 
threat of aerial warfare, has caused 
distress, especially to the children and 
the aged. Trade facilities have been 
reduced by warfare on the seas. 
Thousands' of men have been taken 
away from commodity-producing jobs, 
resulting in a severe shortage of 
everyday essentials. 

The American Red Cross has spent 
more than a million dollars to date 
on war relief, for Finland, German- 
occupied Poland, Hungary, Latvia, 
Lithuania, Romania, England, and 
France. In addition 1,750,000 surgical 
dressings and 225,000 articles of 
clothing have been financed and pro- 
duced by chapter volunteers through- 
out the United States. More than 2,- 
000,000 volunteer hours have been 
given by Red Cross chapter volun- 
teers in the United States. 

The Winchester Red Cross Chapter 
and its volunteers have sent two 
large shipments of garments and 
sweaters to Europe. At this time the 
money allocated by the chapter for 



war relief is exhausted, and we need I 
money to buy materials and yarn. If j 
there is any organization or person i 
who can assist by contributing any 
amount for the purchase of materials 
it will be greatly appreciated by the 
Winchester Red Cross Chapter. 

We have a large group of volun- 
teer workers who are willing to give 
their hours for service, won't you help 
financially.

Our annual town meeting for 1940 
has come and gone, Monday even- 
ing's second session winding up the 
business in what must be some kind 
of a record for the passage of the 35 
articles. Some people thought it 
strongly resembled one of those Hol- 
lywood "yes" meetings we read about, 
but perhaps it was onl" stream- 
lined and carefully guided by a Fi- 
nance axis. At any rate, the "intelli- 
gent electorate," as Pat Craughwell 
delights in calling it, seemed willing 
to allow a spirit of strict neutrality 
to prevail. If Frank Rowe had not 
jumped up at 12 o'clock no one knows 
what might have happened, but Frank 
was right there with his usual little 
speech. He ought to receive an ap- 
pointment or s omething as "town 
meeting ender." Ray Wilkins seems 
to have been satisfactory in the ros- 
trum. No adverse comment has been 
heard. Lowell Smith was heard oc- 
casionally issuing an under-cover 
growl and Jimmie Cullen tried hare) 
to live up to the Star's recent pub- 
licity. He was heard and listened to. 
Whether he was surprised to get a 
committee appointed or not we have 
not heard, but we trust he will not 
expect too much from it. We don't 
see any harm in recording the Finance 
Committee vote along with their 
recommendation. It may not amount 
to anything, but then again it 
might.* If the Queen Mary is really 
brought to Boston, we suppose Con- 
nie Mack will be right on the pier 
waving directions to dock it in the 
mud puddle on the newly purchased 
playground back of the Conservator- 
ies. How any "intelligent electorate" 
could annrove such a location for kids 
to play is beyond us. We don't think 
they will travel away up there and if 
we lived on the east side of the Cam- 
bridge street speedway we'd spank 
their pants if they ever crossed it 
without means of an under-pass. Mak- 
ing two under-passes. The wage in- 
crease of town officers and clerks 
seems to have made some bad blood 
in the stream of town affairs. This is 
always a ticklish matter. Even in i 
our own plant we have to approach 
it in a round-about way and an eye j 
for future New Deal emancipations, j 
We congratulate them that got it and j 
sympathize with them that are still 
under-nourished and looking longing- 
ly at the more abundant life.

NEW ENGLAND REFINERIES 
FACING EXTINCTION 

All New England, and especially 
Metropolitan Boston, is vitally con- 
cerned with the recently expressed 
opinion of representatives of the Bos- 
ton sugar refining business that this 
•'00 years old New England industry, 
and specifically Boston's two refiner- 
ies, are facing "extinction" unless 
Congress rejects the demands of the 
w( stern beet sugar industry for "spe- 
cial" legislation granting it a larger 
share of the American consumer mar- 
ket. . c 

New England's only sugar refiner- 
ies are located in Boston, the Revere 
Sugar Refinery at Charlestown and 
the American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany at South Boston. Employing 
more than 1200 men and women thesv 
plants have total annual payrolls of 
$9 000 000 annually. Indirectly sev- 
eral thousand more persons get em- 
ployment from them through pur- 
chases of materials, trucking and ste- 
vedoring. The plants pay over $400.- 
000 in taxes and spend approximate- 
ly $2,000,000 for supplies and ma- 
terials, a large proportion of this 
amount remaining in New England 

Owners of these firms contend that 
granting a larger share of the Amer- 
ican sugar market to the beet sugar 
producers will sound the death knell 
of the cane refining industry, in which 
already serious inroads have been 

m In* 1929 domestic cane refineries 
produced 76.93 per cent of all the 
suirar used in the country- In 1»8» 
ihe same refineries produced only 
58 48 per cent, because of the pro- 
duction of beet sugar and sugar re- 
fined in the Tropics nearly doubled 
during that time. 

Tn 19:S7 Congress enacted the sugar 
act granting the beet sugar business 
approximately 25 per cent of the 
American market. This provtaiott ex- 
pired March 1, and the beet suga- 
growers arc sponsoring a 
calling for a greater 

"'iV^an increased percentage is 
granted, New England refinery own- 
ers believe their historic industry 
dating to pre-revolution days i» 
doomed at a heavy cost to tins sec- 
tion of the country. 

Congresswoman Edith Nourse Rog- 
ers is alive to the situation and in- 
deed nearly the entire New England 
congressional delegation has been en- 
listed by the Boston refiners in be- 
half of their fight to continue oi de- 
crease the present output level of 
beet sugar. , 

Winchester has even more than 
usual interest in the refiners' struggle 
for existence because one ot us 
townsmen, Henry E. Worcester is vice 
president of the Revere Sugar Com- 
pany.

In a machine ape nothing would be 
more natural than machine shorthand. 
Machine shorthand will be introduced 
at Burdett College, Boston, in an 
evening course which will begin April 
15. 

Business, in its quest for new and 
more efficient methods, is awakening 
to the need of shorthand written by 
machine. This modern system of ma- 
chine shorthand which has been de- 
veloped was originated by the Steno- 
type Company and is known under 
the name of stenotypy. 

Stenotynv is not new to Burdett 
College, the training having been of- 
fered when the system was first made 
available more than 20 years ago.

An ex- 
perienced operator is also present to 
demonstrate the machine, and visitors 
are invited to witness these demon- 
strations. 

The Stenotypy Course at Burdett 
Collep-e is offered in co-operation with 
the Stenotvpe Company of Chicago. 
It is to all intent ad purposes the 
equivalent of a graduate course. Its 
appeal is to employed men and women 
who have already acquired a back- 
eround of typewriting and transcript. 
Perfected skill through expert class 
instruction is now obtainable, and 
Burdett College is happy to be able to 
meet this demand.

All that is neces- 
sary is common sense and a desire to 
know what it is all albout. 

The Winchester class is conducted 
b" Mr. Winthrop L. Upton who has 
been thoroughly grounded in the 
ideas expounded.

TOWN MEETING DISSOLVED 

(Continued from page 1) 



town departments and especially the 
Finance Committee who he assured 
the meeting really have to be 
"shown." Mr. Cullen's motion to in- 
vestigate was lost on a voice vote. 

Article 30 seeking to provide a com- 
mittee to investigate real estate val- 
uations was indefinitely postponed. 
So too was action on the proposal to 
burn dead grass on vacant land as a 
fire prevention measure. Indefinite 
postponement was also voted on the 
question of Drill ting or omitting the 
tax list of personal and real estate in 
the town report. The sum of $150 was 
voted under a motion offered by Mr. 
Sullivan to plant trees on Cross 
■street near Verplast avenue as screen 
from the excessive dust there. 

Action on the proposal championed 
by Mr. Davidson to change the build- 
ing laws with respect to gas ranges 
was laid on the table, after Mr. Ly- 
man of the Board of Appeal and Mr. 
Dinneen, building inspector, had 
urged further study of the matter. 
Provision was made for study of the 
proposed change bv a committee. 

Returning to the article on com- 
mittees, postponed from the first 
meeting, it was voted to establish a 
committee of three, to be appointed 
by the Moderator, to consider the in- 
equalities of salaries paid town offi- 
cers and employees, exclusive of school 
executives and teachers, fire and po- 
licemen and the town librarian. Mr. 
Nichols championed the motion, call- 
ing attention to what he believes is 
"discrimination" in salaries being 
paid clerical workers at the town hall. 



Mr. Farnsworth moved to amend the 
motion to consider all salaries. Mr. 
Schneider, who had introduced the 
original motion, voiced opposition to 
considering police and fire and espe- 
cially school salaries, believing the 
job of acting upon school salaries par- 
ticularly is one for a trained expert. 

Mr. Farnsworth's amendment was 
lost and the original motion carried, 
with another providing for a com- 
mittee of five, four to be appointed 
bv the Moderator, and one to be a 
Selectmen, said committee to consider 
the feasibilitv of making alterations 
to the town hall or in any way im- 
proving it, or its use by the town- 

A third committee was appointed 
to conduct a survey of parking facili- 
ties in or near the square and make 
recommendations for their improve- 
ment at the next annual or special 
town meeting. One member each of 
the Selectmen, Park Board, Planning 
Board and School Committee is to 
serve on the committee with a mer- 
chant to be appointed by the Moder- 
ator. 

Mr. Cameron spoke in favor of this 
motion, telling something of the prob- 
lem besetting the merchants of the 
town through lack of parking space 
and prompt action was urged by Mr. 
Ford, speaking as one of the mer- 
chants affected. 

At this point Mr. Cullen again en- 
tered the lists to seek the appoint- 
ment of a committee of 14, to consid- 
r the defects of the present limited 
form of town meeting in Winches- 
ter and make any recommendations 
proper for improving the working of 
the act here. 

He repeated his remarks about the 



number of town meeting members 
who are directly "interested" in arti- 
cles under discussion and asked that, 
in all fairness the committee be ap- 
pointed to see if the act as It operates 
in Winchester can not be improved. 

No one spoke in opposition but the 
vigor of the shouted "no" caused the 
Moderator to believe the motion lost. 
Immediately doubt was expressed, 
even by members of the "solid south" 
and a polled vote was taken, the mo- 
tion being carried 118 to 37. 

This brought the meeting to the con- 
sideration of Article 27, under which 
it was proposed to increase the 
Board of Public Welfare from three 
to five members. Mr. Schneider 
stated that the Finance Committee, 
after careful study, felt the commit- 
tee should be increased. Mr. Bates 
concurred. So did Mr. Nichols. In 
general the arguments for the in- 
crease were the amount of money 
spent by the Board of Public Wel- 
fare, the great responsibility of the 
members which should be lightenec 
and the need for injecting more of a 
social welfare note in the functioning 
of the department. 

Mr. Andrews objected at great 
length, stating that the committee has 
nothing to do with money spent un- 
der WPA projects voted by the town, 
that it merely certifies whom it be- 
lieves should have aid, that its duties 
are fixed by law and that enlarging 
the board will not relieve the respon- 
sibility of any of its members, but 
can make it more difficult to arrive at 
necessary decisions quickly. 

Mr. Smith read a letter from a 
State Department of Welfare Re- 
search officer in which the opinion 
was expressed that unless specific- 
conditions seemed to indicate other- 
w»,e three is a better number for 
welfare boards than five. Some 299 
of 351 city and town boards are ot 
three members, he said. 

Mr. Andrews in his remarks was 
critical of the investigations conducted 
by both the Finance Committee and 
the League of Women Voters, and 
their researches were defended by an 
unannounced member of the commit- 
tee and by Mrs. Worthen. 

Mr. McKenzie felt that the en- 
largement of the Board was an at- 
tempt the use Winchester as an ex- I 
perimental guinea pig for human mi- 
sery. He opposed the change. The 
question was finally put and the mo- 
tion to enlarge carried 109 to 56. 

Just before the final dissolution, 
Mr. Rowe moved that a resolution be 
adopted providing a committee of 
three, the Moderator and the town's 
representatives in the General Court 
to take whatever steps are possible 
to decrease the number of names ne- 
cessary for town nomination papers. 
At 11:55 Mr. Rowe, as usual, moved 
that the meeting "be now dissolved."

MILLIONS FOR IMPROVED TELE- 
PHONE SERVICE 



John J. Robinson, president of the 
New England Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company, spoke in Cambridge 
yesterday before a group of 50 super- 
visory people of the North district of 
the Telephone Company's metropoli- 
tan division. He said that during the 
next year more than $10,800,000 will 
be spent for the improvement of tele- 
phone service in and around Bos-ton. 
A substantial part of this sum. he 
said, will be devoted to providing dial 
service of the most modern type for 
telephone users in Somerville. 

The North district includes the ter- 
ritory bounded by Reading on the 
north, Winthrop on the east. East 
Boston on the south and Woburn to 
the west. Mr. Robinson described it as 
the most highly industrialized section 
served by the Telephone Company in 
five of the New England states, and 
seat of some of the foremost educa- 
tional institutions in America 

Within this territory, he said, there 
are 108,688 telephones- representing 
8.7 per cent of the total number of 
telephones served by the Company. 
This number represents 17 telephones 
for every 100 population and 70 tele- 
phones for every 100 families. A force 
of 1,412 trained telephone men and 
women is required to handle business 
transactions with customers, build 
and maintain the telephone plant and 
handle the calls, he said. 

Speaking at the Commander Hotel, 
where he was introduced by Walter 
M. Crotty, district manager, he said 
that although the number of tele- 
phones in Cambridge has not yet 
reached the peak of 28 028 that rep-

more telephones than it had on Dec. 
31, 1933, the low point of the depres- 
sion for the Telephone Company. 
Only 325 new telephones, he said, will 
bring Cambridge to the point of the 
highest number of telephones it has 
ever had. 

The largest construction job in the 
district at the present time, he said, 
is the work of bringing to Somerville 
the advantages of dial service- It is 
expected that the change to the new 
type of service will be made this sum- 
mer, at which time approximately 
14,000 telephones in Somerville will 
begin to operate through dial equip- 
ment. 

Each day in the district. Mr Rob- 
inson said approximately 543,440 calls 
are made, making a total of 197,845,- 
600 calls each year. 

Speaking of the Telephone Com- 
pany as a whole, Mr. Robinson said 
that although total revenues for the 
year reached an all-time high of 
$77,251,142, higher operating expens- 
es, including taxes, kept net earnings 
down to a comparatively moderate 
figure. Total telephones in service at 
the end of 1939 were 1,254,605, which 
is 10,514 below the peak year-end de- 
velopment of 1931.

With the Russo-Finnish peace that 
subtracted 190,1)00,000 people from 
the total score of belligerent popula- 
tions, the warring world still adds up, 
roughly, to me>re than a billion people 
— or well over 50 per cent of the 
earth's entire population, ■ays the 
National Geographic Society. Largest 
belligerent group (in terms of na- 
tional population) is that of the 
United Kingdom, with approximately 
484,000,000 under its banner. This 
figure accounts for the inhabitants in 
all of Britain's colonies, dependencies, 
and mandates, with the exception of 
Palestine. The French Empire, also 
with an expected mandate (that of 
Syria) has around 115,000,000 people. 
Under German, including her share of 
conquered Poland, as well as the for- 
mer Czech territory, and the depend- 
ency of Slovakia, is a population of 
some 107,000,000. In the Far East, 
China's unoccupied territory now 
holds an estimated 3i>o,ooo,ooo people; 
while Japan, plus her colonies, man- 
dates, and the conquered Chinese, ac- 
counts for about 280,000.000. Even 
when there were three world conflicts, 
instead of the present two. Uncle Sam 
officially listed the world's belliger- 
ents only as follows: Germany, Po- 
land, France, the United Kingdom, 
India, Australia, Canada, New Zea- 
land and South Africa.

MORE TELEPHONES THAN EVER 
BEFORE 



Winchester had more telephones in 
service last December than ever be- 
fore at any year-end period, Manager 
John E. Sullivan of the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company 
announced today. 

Although for the Telephone Com- 
pany as a whole and for the Com- 
pany's metropolitan Boston division 
the total number of telephones in 
service did not reach the peaks of 
1931, certain residential districts 
around Boston, of which Winchester is 
one, passed all previous records, he 
said. 

Winchester had 337 more telephones 
in service last December than dur- 
ing the previous peak of December 
1931, and 515 more telephones than 
in December 1933, the low point of 
the depression in telephone develop- 
ment. The total number of telephones 
in Winchester at the present time is 
4075, Manager Sullivan said. 

Pointing out that in a recent state- 
ment John J. Robinson, president 
of the N. E. Tel. & Tel. Co., said 
that approximately $22,500,000 will be 
spent on expansion and improvement 
of the Company's telephone facilities. 
Manager Sullivan said that Winches- 
ter will benefit in various ways from 
the expenditure. A substantial sum 
will go toward maintaining and im- 
proving the present facilities and pro- 
viding new telephones for home own- 
ers who will build in Winchester. 

Outside Winchester the major con- 
struction jobs planned for this year 
will bring the advantages of dial serv- 
ice to Somerville late next July, to 
Newton next fall and to Quincy in the 
summer of 1942. These three con- 
struction jobs alone will cost more 
than $8,000,000 in all, Manager Sulli- 
van said.

With tourists frequently reaching 
peak proportions at Easter time, the 
national capital is expecting this year 
to establish a new tourist record, 
largely because of war's curtailment 
of foreign travel, and the President's 
proclamation of 1940 as "Travel 
America Year." 

Washington is many things to many 
people, but government is still the 
principal industry and tourist attrac- 
tion," says a bulletin irom the Wash- 
ington, D. C, headquaters of the 
National Geographic Society. The 
White House last year was visited by 
1,500,000 men, women and children. 

No record is kept of the thousands 
who visit the Capitol to see the Sen- 
ate Chamber and the hall of the House 
of Representatives; but the Library 
of Congress, bordering on the Capitol 
grounds, had more than 1,020,000 visi- 
tors in 1939 and more than half a 
million strolled through the marble 
corridors of the new Supreme Court 
building. 

G-.Men's GHQ Popular 
Exhibits of broadest appeal are the 
various museums of the Smithsonian 
Institution which last year reported a 
total of 2,233,345 visitors, while 2,- 
201,080 people peered into the cages 
of the National Zoological Park. 

Each day last year more than a 
thousand persons were shown the 
work of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation with its crime laboratory, 
fingerprinting files and trophies of 
the more notorious criminal case9 
handled. 

The Washington Monument, 555 
feet high, last year welcomed more 
than 900.000 visitors who sought a 
bird's-eye view of the city. An eleva- 
tor in the towering obelisk ascends to 
the top in 1% minutes. 

.Millions Made Daily 

Others than stamp collectors flock 
to the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing to see the only place in the 
United States where postage stamps 
are made; for here, in addition, all 
the paper money is also engraved. 
The annual daily output is 3,300.000 
notes with a face value of $14.(100.000. 
Postage stamps are run off at the rate 
of 46,000,000 a day, giving some 
measure of the mail carriers' daily 
job. These unique operations last vear 
attracted 361,268 travelers to the 
Bureau. 

Many non-governmental buildings 
vie for the attention of visitors to 
Washington. Notable among these is 
th» Washington Cathedral, on Mt. St. 
Alban overlooking the city, where one 
ot the ten largest cathedrals of the 
world is under construction. The Ca- 
thedral, the site of the tombs of 
WoodTOW Wilson and Admiral Dewey, 
was visited last year by a quarter of 
a million persons. 

Other buildings interest tourists 
and architects because of their history 
and structural beauty. The chapel of 
Trinity College, near the Campus of 
the Catholic University of America, 
has been pronounced a gem of ec- 
clesiastical architecture; and the Oc- 
tagon House, home of the institute 
of architects, is a direct link with the 
earliest social life of the capital. 

The Custis Mansion, later the es- 
tate of Gen. Robert E. \#c at Arl- 
ington, overlooks the capital from a 
hill on the Virginia side of the Po- 
tomac. The estate now is the Arlinjr- 
| ton National Cemetery, where are in- 
terred the remains of many of the 
I nation's heroic dead, including the 
• Unknown Soldier of the World War. 
The restored Lee mansion contains a 
fine exhibit of colonial furnishings. 
Washington's proximity to battle- 
! field'-, to Annapolis, to Alexandria and 
j Mount Vernon extends the interest of 
a visit to the canitnl. By motor over 
i the Memorial Highway which paral- 
! Ids the Potomac on the Virginia side, 
or by steamer down the broad river. 
Mount Vernon was last year host to 
650,000.
